Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting follewing the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has," 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, 
a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church 
He said many church 


members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present. I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, the motion was 
made to fire rne." 


EDWARDS, 30, said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter transferred his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled 
a 


charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness.'' he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church " 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66. with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he

said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying m Plains I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is"

Still, they believe in God, have

These findings are the result of a 


Herald survey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs.

the students surveyed are seeking 
happiness, success and 
fulfillment. 


Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished then- 
education and begun their career.

Freight train 
propane blast 
rocks Dallas 


DALLAS (UPI) - Two cars of a 


freight train loaded with propane ex- 
ploded late Sunday, shooting fireballs 
into the sky and rocking residential 
areas on the city's northeast side. 


Fire officials said there were at 


least four injuries and two persons 
were missing. 


The blasts were threatening several 


cars filled with combustible polyvinyl 
chloride, and the immediate area was 
evacuated. 


The series of four explosions rocked 


buildings up to several miles, away 
and the fireballs could be seen across 
town. Fires were set off in ware- 
houses along the railroad tracks. 


A CIVIL Defense worker on the 


scene said more explosions were likely 
and advised the police to dear an 
area up to 4,000 feet from the train. 
Fire officials said they were under or- 
ders not to go near the train. 


The explosions occurred about 7:35 


p.m. CST, the fire department said. 


"We were driving along and were 


about three miles away when we saw 
this huge fireball," said one witness. 
"The whole sky just lit up." 


The train was not moving at the 


time of the accident. 


Fire officials were kept from fighting 


the fires because of the threat of more 
explosions. 


Two men driving trucks in the area 


were reported missing and officials 
said several firemen had suffered 
burns. 


Persons living near the scene said 


there were four blasts within four 
minutes. 


"We could see the flames in the 


air," said Dick Moore "It shook me 
out of bed."

other men hurt on the job. one with 
serious chest injuries after falling off 
a scaffolding and another who suf- 
fered brain damage after a piece of 
heavy equipment rolled over him.

"About 50 per cent of my personal 
practice is spent handling them.'1

Concerning human rights 
Soviets rap U.S. statements 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD—President 


Carter's personal letter to Soviet dis- 
sident Andrei Sakharov, 
delivered 


through the U.S. embassy in Moscow, 
was sure to strike the Kremlin as a 
maddening intrusion into Soviet af- 
fairs. 


And so it did, along with other re- 


cent U.S. statements on behalf of the 
human rights of Soviet citizens, Mos- 
cow's ambassador, Anatoli Dobrynin, 
protested this trend to the State Dept. 
Thursday. 


But U.S. officials say the Russians 


have no ground for complaint, and 
cite three little words: The Helsinki 
Agreement. 


THE 1975 HELSINKI accords — 


signed by the Soviet Union, United 
States and other European nations — 
pledged signatory states to promote 
contacts between peoples of different 
s t a t e s , allow citizens access to 
sources 
of 
information 
on 
world 


events, ease personal and professional 
travel across borders and help reunite 
families separated by East-West fron- 
tiers. 


It outlines a broad range of general- 


ly accepted human rights, with the 
implication that signatory nations will 
honor those rights. 


Thus, Western diplomats contend 


the Helsinki pact makes it legitimate 
for any country to express concern 
about the state of human rights in an- 
other nation. 


But the Russians like to stress a dif- 


ferent stipulation of the same Helsinki 
accords, where it says: 


"The participating states will re- 


frain from any intervention, direct or 


indirect, individual or collecetive, in 
the internal or external affairs falling 
within the domestic jurisdiction of an- 
other participating State. . ." 


SO THE argument is on. 
In Soviet eyes, Sakharov has spoken 


up for an interpretation of human and 
civil rights far more liberal than what 
the Kremlin agreed to in Helsinki. 


The Russians have said publicly, in 


official newspaper stories condemning 
his behavior and suggesting he could 
land in jail, that the Nobel Peace 
prizewinner, Moscow's most illustri- 
ous political dissident, has cast asper- 
sions on official Soviet conduct. 


Worse, they say, he is violating Ar- 


ticle 70 of the Russian Criminal Code 


with his criticisms of Soviet policies 
and demands for broadened human 
rights. 


ARTICLE 70 MAKES "anti-Soviet 


activity" a crime, and essentially lets 
the state interpret what that means. 


Many other dissidents, such as the 


recently expelled Vladimir Bukovsky, 
who may visit the White House as 
Carter's guest next week, have been 
imprisoned under that article. 


Against this background. Soviet offi- 


cials insist the United States has no 
right to come to Sakharov's support. 
They say he is their problem. 


That problem, however, now in- 


cludes a number of spunky, unofficial 
civil liberties groups dial sprouted af- 


ter Helsinki. Last week', some Ukrai- 
nian-Americans got a midnight phone 
call from Nina Strokata-Karavanska, 
a microbiologist living near Moscow 
in a penal status known as "internal 
exile." 


"Another wave of arrests has rolled 


across the Ukrainian land," she said. 
"All of us who were and who remain 
political prisoners of the Soviet Union 
trust our countrymen across the sea 
will staunchly defend all the patriots 
of the Ukraine." 


A similar appeal from 
Sakharov 


prompted Carter to write his letter 
promising U.S. support for human • 
rights everywhere. 


7 suburbs rank near top in fines 


Seven Northwest suburban towns 


are among the 14 communities levy- 
ing the largest amount of fines in sub- 
urban Cook County, according to Cir- 
cuit Court Clerk Morgan M. Finley. 


In a summary of court fines collect- 


ed during 1976 and 1975, Finley said 
communities in the Northwest sub- 
urbs showed some of the largest in- 
creases in fines over the two-year pe- 
riod. 


While Willowbrook levied the larg- 


est dollar volume of fines ($190,000), 
Arlington Heights and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage ranked third and fourth respec- 
tively. Arlington Heights received 
$147,441 in fines, an increase of 27 per 
cent over 1975; while Elk Grove Vil- 


lage received $125,322, up 3 per cent. 


Other area 
communities ranked 


near the top of the 128 towns listed by 
Finley are Mount Prospect, $99.82:!. 
up 25 per cent; Schaumburg, $81.634, 
up 42 per cent; Palatine, $73,053, up 
24 per cent; and Hoffman Estates. 
$65,603, up 29 per cent. Des Plaines 
also finished in the top group, with 
$73,135, but that was $852 below the 
1975 total. 


Fines collected by other area com- 


munities included Wheeling, $57,782, 
up 42 per cent; Buffalo Grove, $28,058, 
up 17 per cent; and Rolling Meadows, 
$38,264, down 12 per cent. 


Finley said the total fines levied by 


the Circuit Court were $4,467,591 — an 


11 per cent increase. 


"Suburban 
communities 
received 


more 
income through the Circuit 


Court during 1976 than any other time 
in their history," he added. 


"Local villages have a major stake 


in the court system by virtue of th£ 
income they receive from fines; in- 
many villages, the revenue represents 
a major part of the village budget and 
can help local officials avoid a tax in- 
crease," he added. 


The largest percentage increase 


posted by any town over the last two 
years was in Park Ridge, where fines 
jumped from $24,038 to $62,750, an in- 
crease of 256 per cent, Finley added.

Budget message a 
Thompson priority 


Tin- Illinois General Assembly is finally ready to start work. And 


first "must" item is Gov. James R. Thompson's budget to the legis- 
State law requires the governor to deliver this budget to the legis- 
lature by the first Wednesday in March. The budget message, 
which traditionally marks the start of the session's serious work, 
will do double duty this year. The Senate's leadership fight took so 
long that Thompson has decided to scrap his "Slate of the State" 
message and combine that speech with his budget address. 


After the budget address, the lawmakers will have less than two 


weeks to revise the makeup of the state Board of Elections if they 
want to keep the board in business. The Illinois Supreme Court 
last year found two major elements in the board's makeup are 
unconstitutional. If those elements — the appointment procedure 
and the method used to break tie votes among members — are not 
changed by the March 15 effective date of that decision, the board 
will effectively go out of business. The House, which has several 
bills pending on that subject, has so far taken no significant ac- 
tion. 


And Ihc Senate still faces some housekeeping tasks delayed by 


its long presidency fight. Among them are organization of com- 
mittees and staff work on legislation that has piled up. Despite the 
tasks ahead, the legislature proceeded at a relatively slow pace 
lust week. After finally electing Sen. Thomas Hynes, D-Chicago, 
president, senators selected their seats and offices and went home 
while the voting boards were wired and paperwork was done.

Murder suspect is 
held without bail 


Authorities held without bail the 21-year-old son of former state 


Rep. Louis Capu/.i. R-Chicago, and a companion Sunday in con- 
nection with the murder of an Elmwood Park man. A spokesman 
at the River Grove Police Department said the state's attorney 
was negotiating Sunday afternoon with Louis Capuzi Jr. to testify 
against his companion, Orhan Demir, 20. River Grove Police Chief 
Tom Tarpey denied plea bargain negotiations were in process and 
said Capuzi and Demir arc scheduled to enter a plea Tuesday in 
Cook County Circuit Court. Tarpey said both were being held in 
Cook County Jail. 


The two were arrested Saturday morning less than seven hours 


after Kyle Kruger, 19, was shot five times. The shooting took place 
in the near western suburb of River Grove early Saturday. Tarpey 
said Capuzi and Demir were in one car and Kruger was in another 
when they became involved in a traffic dispute. The two suspects 
allegedly pulled to the side of the road to settle the matter with 
Kruger. One began firing a .38 caliber revolver at him. Shortly 
after the killing. Capuzi, who was driving the car, and Demir were 
topped for a traffic violation by the Elmwood Park police. The 
gun was later found near where the youths were stopped. 


Capu^i was arrested in his home, Tarpcy said, and Demir was 


later arrested at his place of employment. Capuzi's father served 10 
terms in the Illinois House before losing his seat in the 1976 gener- 
al election. 


Chlorine gas alert ends 
quickly following leak 


PLAQUEMINE. La. (L'PH-A tank- 


being filled with chlorine ruptured 
Sunday, 
leaking 
several 
hundred 


pounds of the deadly green gas and 
forcing Hit- evacuation of several hun- 
dred persons. 


The "jus dissipated quickly and po- 


lice ended the alert two hours after 
the leak began. It was the second gas 
leak in less than three months along 
the heavily industrialized Mississippi 
River near Baton Rouge. In Decem- 
ber, a •12-mile long cloud of poisonous 
gas seeped from a ruptured chlorine 
tank at another plant. 


"As of 6:13 p m. CST. the emergen- 


cy was cancelled. Everything was un- 
der control." said state trooper Mike 
O'Neal. "The evacuation is cancelled 
and all highways are open. Every- 
thing is considered safe." 


Two minor cases of "gas In- 


halation" by workers at the plant 
were reported. 


The leak was first reported about 


•1:15 p.m. by an off-duty state trooper 
who smelted chlorine near a Dow 


Chemical Co. plant which produces 
the gas. 


He called authorities, who began 


evacuat<ng residents of St. Gabriel, 
La., which is across the Mississippi 
and several miles downriver. 


In the Dec. 10 incident, 125 tons of 


chlorine escaped from a tank at an 
Allied Chemical Co. plant. About 
10,000 persons were displaced from 
their homes, including 6,000 dormitory 
residents at Southern Univ,ersity. 


''This was nothing of that magni- 


tude," Roland Carson, a Dow spokes- 
man, said Sunday. "That thing went 
on and on." 


Carson said about 200 workers in 


other sections of the plant continued 
normal operations during the alert. 
He said engineers were attempting to 
determine the cause of the leak, 
which continued for about an hour be- 
fore it was sealed. 


Sheriff's deputies closed off roads 


leading to the plant and River Road 
on both sides of the Mississippi, How- 
ever, the roads were reopened when 
the cloud dissipated.

WASHINGTON (UPIT - A crime 


strike force sharply reduced super- 
market robberies in its area by get- 
ting speedy trials and heavy jail 
terms for repeat offenders, a govern- 
ment reDort said Sunday. 


The stvike force, known as the Ma- 


jor Offense Bureau, or "MOB," cut 
the number of supermarket holdups in 
its area of the Bronx in New York 
City from 30 a month to less than five 
a month, the Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration reported. 


Working out of the Bronx County 


district attorney's 
office, MOB fo- 


cused on specific types of crimes like- 
ly to be the work of a small group of 
repeat offenders. The report said such 
cases were given priority attention 
until they were disposed of. 


"THE TARGET IS the career crim- 


inal who heretofore had manipulated 
the system," the report said. 


The selected cases took an average 


of 97 days to dispose of, the report 
said, compared with 400 days for the 
office's other cases. The report de- 
scribed MOB as "a fast track for 
more serious offenses and the recidiv- 
ist offenders." 


MOB's conviction rate totalled 96 


per cent, compared with 84 per cent 
in older cases in the office. Jail terms 
were imposed in 94 per cent of its con- 
victions compared with 79 per cent 
for the office's other cases. 


During 1975, the report showed, the 


average maximum sentence imposed 
in MOB cases was 10 years, compared 
to 3.5 years for other cases. 


ONE .MOB TECHNIQUE makes 


full, voluntary disclosures of all avail- 
able evidence to the criminals' attor- 
neys, the report said, thus preventing 
the lawyers from delaying trials by 
filing court requests for prosecution 
information. 


This- "full disclosure" policy also 


heads off constitutional challenges 
that might result from defense law- 
yers claiming they didn't have enough 
time to prepare for trial, the report 
added. 


The MOB was begun in July, 1973, 


to deal with career criminals who 
commit major crimes. It was fi- 
nanced through last December with a 
$1,2 million LEAA grant and $389,859 
in local matching money.

High school students don't join 
ROTC battles low enrollment

Wheeling High School's Naval Ju- 


nior Reserve Officer Training Corps is 
looking for a few good people. If it 
does not got them, the unit may have 
to fold by June l!)7». 


Enrollment in the 8-year-old pro- 


grain is at an all time low, with the 
unit having only 75 cadets, 20 of them 
graduating this year. 


if the unit does not attract 50 new 


cadets next year and meet the Navy's 
required enrollment of 100, it will lose 
its financing. Capt. Adrian Lorentson, 
USN Ret., head of the Wheeling, unit, 
said. 


IN ITS HEYDGY four years ago, 


the NJROTC program boasted 109 ca- 
dets, but the following year, when the 
United States "was thrown out of 
Vietnam." enrollment fell to 85, Lo- 
rentson said. 


ANTIMIL1TAKY 
SENTIMENT 


coupled with the elimination of the 
draft does not encourage students to 
think about the advantages of the mil- 
itary anymore, Lorentson said. 


He had expected NJROTC enroll- 


ment to rise this year because of in- 
creased recruiting publicity for the 
volunteer armed forces less stress on 
the Vietnam war issue. 


A l a c k 
of information 
about 


NJROTC is a big part of the enroll- 
ment problem, he said. 


"We were lulled into not working 


hard to inform people about the pro- 
gram." Lorentson said. "Now we 
hove to turn it around by letting more 
people know about NJROTC." 


The majority of students he sur- 


veyed at Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
high schools had no opinion whether 
NJROTC classes were dull, exciting 
or somewhere in between, Lorentson 
said. 


THEY SAID they did not enroll in 


the program because they did not be- 
lieve it would do them any good or 
they just never thought about it, he 
said. 


While most recognized NJROTC 


could prepare them for a military ca- 
reer or help them get a college schol- 
arship, few realized the 
program 


could introduce them to recreational 
activities or prepare them for political 
careers, he said. 


"The last six of our presidents were 


naval officers," Lorentson said. 
: v 


To ensure students consider .the ad- 


vantages of NJROTC, Lorentson Js 
talking to students at Rand Junior 
High School in Arlington Heights, Mac- 
Arthur Junior High School in Pros- 
pect Heights and Holmes and London 
junior high schools in Wheeling. 


"Good students have a good chance 


of getting a scholarship through our 
program," he said. 


AN NJROTC SCHOLARSHIP pays 


for tuition, fees and books and pro- 
vides $100 per month living expenses. 


Ensign Chris Seymour, a Wheeling 


High School sophomore, is counting on 
an NJROTC scholarship to put him 
through college. He'd like to major in 
science and eventually become 
a 


Navy pilot. But without the scholar- 
ship, he can't see how he .can afford a 
college education. 


Students who don't go to college, 


but enlist in the armed services after 
high school find graduation from an 
NJROTC program offers pay and ad-

advantages,

said. Students with three years Of 
NJROTC behind them earn an extra 
$65 per month from the start, Lorent- 
son said. 


"All the way through they're eli-

They are introduced to commu- 
nication with signal lamps and flags, 
navigating by landmarks, charts and 
compasses and steering a ship with 
the use of a mock helm.

Three • years 
ago 
the 
Arlington 


Heights Park District was broke. Pro- 
grams and personnel were chopped 
from the budget and the future looked 
bleak. 


Today the park district is on sound 


financial footing and tor the first time 
in years predicts a bright future. 


What made the difference? Since 


1974, two referendum^ have passed 
that increased the tax rate to its max- 
imum and approved construction of 
future revenue-producing facilities. A 
business manager was hired and as • 
one commissioner put it, "The park 
district grew up financially." 


"WE NOW HAVE A much more 


mature attitude toward finances." 
Comr. Kathryn Graham said. ''The 
park district has adjusted 
to the 


growth structure and realized the tax 
base is closed and h-s finite growth. 


"In the past money came in so fast 


because of rapidlv increasing as- 
sessed valuations that it never oc- 
curred to the park district that all 
that would come to a screeching 
halt." she said. 


But it did, and by 1974 inflation was 


climbing twice as fast as the park dis- 
trict's income. Drastic steps were tak- 
en and some officials suggested the 
park district consolidate with others 
in the area or merge with the village 
government. 


In December 1974, a 10-member citi- 


zens' 
committee 
recommended 
a 


"'•escue referendum" to help pull the 
district from its financial quagmire. 
The tax rate was increased and emer- 
gency bonds were passed. 


BUT THE SOLUTION was temnora- 


ry. Officials had to come up with a 
permanent answer or the desperate 
situation would be repeated. 


The soluHon: tennis and racauet- 


ball-handball courts and a multimil- 
lion dollar golf course on the site of 
the former Nike base. 


"We're hooing that it won't matter 


that we can't raise taxes any more." 
said Comr. Jacqueline J. Gruenewald. 
"I have complete confidence in these 
new facilities. Without them we would 
soon be in the same trouble as several 
years ago." 


But the predicted revenue from the 


new facilities won't be usable for at 
least three years. Profits from the 
tennis courts — about $3,000 last year 
— can't be used until the construction 
bonds are paid off in 1989. 


AND THE PROJECTED $200,000 


annual profit from the 18-hole Arling- 
ton Lakes Golf Course isn't expected 
until 1980.

Teen drinking 


a serious issue 


Controlling teen-age behavior 


has been one of the main prob- 
lems of the adult world at least 
since Socrates complained about 
the offensive habits of youth. 


The difficulty and recurring 


nature of the problem is not an 
excuse for adults to abdicate 
their responsibility. And in High 
School Dist. 211, a committee of 
parents, school officials and stu- 
dents has been formed to look 
for realistic ways to enforce be- 
havior codes at high school 
events. 


One of the specific problems 


the committee will deal with is 
the problem of teen drinking and 
drug use at and before such 
events as dances and football 
games. 


School officials admit that at 


present they are not successfully 
enforcing rules against drinking 
or drug use at such affairs. 


D e n n i s Douglas, assistant 


p r i n c i p a l of Palatine High 
School, recently explained if he 
followed the school district rules 
by removing drank students and 
calling their parents, "I'd prob- 
ably wipe out 20 per cent of the 
dance." 


School officials 
also report 


that some parents do not take 
teen drinking seriously. When 
told their children are drinking 


they laugh and express relief the 
c h i l d r e n aren't using other 
drugs, 


The pervasiveness of the prob- 


lem and the lackadaisical atti- 
tude of some parents clearly will 
make any solution the Dist. 211 
committee comes up with more 
difficult to implement. What is 
also clear, however, is that there 
is a real, perhaps growing, prob- 
lem, 


The police consultant for Pala- 


tine High School, Russ Sinkler, 
says the problem extends to 
young children. He tells of con- 
fiscating beer from an 11 or 12- 
year-old boy at a sports event. 
He said the child, before he real- 
ized Sinkler was a police officer, 
said, "You're old enough to buy 
it and I need it real bad." 


A new set of rules developed 


by a committee will not solve 
the problem of pre-teen children 
who believe they "need" beer, 
That problem needs close atten- 
tion of parents and counselors. 


However, if the Dist. 211 com- 


mittee can come up with mean- 
ingful rules and heighten public 
awareness of the problem, they 
will have made a valuable con- 
tribution. 


Once the problem is recog- 


nized, more people may come 
forward to help find the solu- 
tions. 


Congress' salary dodge 


Members of the U.S. Congress 


have finally licked the problem 
of how to get themselves pay 
raises 
without 
incurring 
the 


wrath of the public by voting to 
approve them. 


T h i s morning, without a 


single vote being cast, congres- 
sional salaries will go from 
$44.600 to 857,500. Salaries of oth- 
er top government officials will 
be boosted similarly. 


The pay increases were recom- 


mended by Pres. Gerald Ford 
during the closing days of his 
administration. By taking no ac- 
tion. Congress allows the in- 
creases to go into effect auto- 
matically under a 196" law. 


The public deserves better 


treatment. 
While 
lawmakers 


doubtless find it easier to avoid 
a vote on such a delicate issue 
as a congressional pay raise, the 
public finds such a system an 
evasion of official responsibility. 


The action is just one more 


piece of evidence for members 
af the public who are losing faith 
in government. 


A related issue is the fact that 


Congress has not yet approved a 
meaningful ethics policy revi- 
sion. One proposal calls for a 
limit or ban on outside income, a 
policy which, if adopted, would 
provide ample justification for a 
pay raise. 


The pay-raise situation sug- 


gests that 
congressmen 
still 


have much to learn about how to 
deal with the public who pay 
their salaries.

Memories of Super Chief 


The old man was gentle. He inched 


the small throttle toward him. The Su- 
per Chief moved out of La Junta, Col- 
orado, a lazy silver snake crossing 
switches heading west. Emil Martin- 
son used a rear-view mirror to study 
the four bh* diesels and the 14 shining 
Pullmans. ' 


He was 68 when I knew him, a man 


with a face like a well-cooked turkey. 
He wore goldrimmed glasses and 
squinted at the sun-spangled rails. 
Martinson had skinny legs. He kept 
one foot on the Dead Man's brake. If 
he lifted that foot, all the shoes would 
squeal and the train would come to a 
grinding stop. 


THE SUPER CHIEF was the pride 


of the Santa Fe. She ran between Chi- 
cago and Los Angeles with class and 
speed. In the sky, Martinson could see 
a jet contrail at 35,000 feet. It told Mm 
that there was an end to his train and 
to him too. 


On the other side of the cab, 


Charles Smedley sat. He didn't have 
to shovel coal into a fiery wide mouth. 
He spun valves for oil. He was one of 
eight firemen on that run, as Martin- 
son was one of eight engineers. They 
raced that snake 2,224 miles in 39 
hours. 


Martinson had the difficult division. 


He picked up the train at La Junta 
and ran it to Raton, New Mexico.

A union could resist a salary increase

could to stop our pay raise, but we lost. Right?" 


joined the fuel conservation drive by 
lowering thermostats in the Capitol, a 
senator was heard to mutter, "If we 
had a union, we could get some heat 
in here." 


I think he was being facetious, but 


he may have been voicing an idea 
whose time has come. 


Last week, almost without struggle, 


members of Congress rolled over and 
passively accepted a $12,900 annual 
pay raise. The 28 per cent increase 
was foisted on them by former Presi- 
dent Ford with the blessing of Presi- 
dent Carter. 


TOKEN ATTEMPTS were made in 


the House and Senate to forestall it. 
But the leadership already had knuck- 
led under on the issue, and without 
support at the top the anti-raise forces 
didn't stand a chance. 


Here we have one of the most glaring 


examples of abnegation of responsi- 
blily by the legislative branch and the 
surrender of its powers to the execu- 
tive branch. 


UNTIL 1967, Congress and Congress 


alone decided whether it should have 
a pay raise, and if so, how much. 
Then, as part of the general erosion of 
power on Capitol Hill, it switched to 
the commission system. 


An outside commission was author- 


ized to study the monetary needs of 
the lawgivers and make recommenda- 
tions to the president. Now the presi- 
dent can order that Congress receive 
a pay raise, and unless the House or 


Senate votes to reject it. the extra 
cash starts flowing automatically. 


TWO REASONS were cited for fail- 


ure to block the increase that took ef- 
fect today. 


1. The pay order was one of Ford's 


last acts as president and his senti- 
mental 
former 
colleagues 
in 
the 


House didn't want to offend him by 
spurning it. 


2. Having earlier forced Carteer to 


withdraw the nomination of Theodore 
Sorensen as CIA director, dissenting 
senators had little stomach for clash- 
ing with him on the pay issue. 


Whatever the rationale, it is plain

LET'S SAY members of Congress 


decided to affiliate with the Broth- 
erhood of the Senate and House 
(BOSH). Their pay then would be 
fixed by collective bargaining. 


At the beginning of each Congress, 


union officials would meet with House 
and Senate leaders and negotiate a 
contract covering such things as pay 
scales, seniority rights, committee as- 
signments, overtime for night sessions 
and heat in the chambers. 


I feel certain BOSH would give the 


rank and file enough muscle to resist 
any pay raise that management might 
try to Impose. A strike threat might 
not be every effective, however. It 
probably would be two or three years 
before anyone noticed the difference.

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Labor asks Congress for law 
package, repeal 'right to work' 


BAL HARBOUR. Kla. (UPI)-AFL- 


CIO President George Meany and oth- 
er union loaders have decided to ask 
Congress for a package of labor law 
a m e n d m e n t s including repeal of 
"right to work" statutes, sources said 
Sunday. 


The federation's legislative program 


for 1977 will be unveiled formally this 
week durints th traditional mid-win- 
ter AFL-C10 Executive Council meet- 
ing here. 


Although strained by some early 


disputes, the AFL-ClO's relationship 
with the new Democratic adminis- 
tration seemed to be warming under 
the Florida sun — particularly after 


the arrival last week of Labor Sec. 
Ray Marshall. 


"He's been great down here," one 


AFL-CIO official said. "He's been go- 
ing around to all our groups, telling 
them exactly what he plans to do for 
them." 


MARSHALL WAS not Meany's first 


choice for the cabinet job. But ai<Jes 
said he has won the 82-year-old labor 
leader's gratitude by advocating vir- 
tually every one of the items on the 
AFL-CIO legislative agenda. 


For a long time, labor has sought 


repeal of the federal law that lets 
states er.act "right to work laws" 
which prohibit union shops. It was one 
of many traditional labor causes 


shelved during eight years of Republi- 
can rule. 


"We saw no teason to beat our 


heads against a brick wall," one offi- 
cial said. 


But with the election of Jimmy Car- 


ter, the AFL-CIO has decided to seize 
a new opportunity to put these issues 
before Congress and fight for them. 
Carter has said he will sign a bill re- 
pealing right to work. 


SOURCES SAID the AFL-CIO in- 


tends to propose right to work repeal 
as part of an omnibus measure to re- 
form the National Labor 
Relations 


Act. Among oth^r provisions would be 
an attempt to deal more seriously 
with habitual labor law violators. 


The bill also would seek to speed up 


the work of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, both in certifying union 
elections and in hearing unfair labor 
practice charges. 


One controversial labor law mea- 


sure known as "common situs picket- 
ing" will be sought separately. The 
bill, introduced last week in the 
House, would allow strikes to picket 
an entire construction site in a dispute 
with one subcontractor. 


Labor's legislative agenda also will 


include measures seeking an increase 
in the hourly minimum wage, dis- 
ability pay for pregnant women and 
bargaining rights for public employes.

leased census figures for 1975 show 
while no income group kept pace com- 
pletely with higher prices, low and 
moderate income families suffered 
most. 


He said the inflation rate in 1975 


was 7 per cent, but income for fami- 
lies in the bottom fifth of the income 
scale averaged $6,914 — an increase 
of only 4.3 per cent over the previous 
year. 


Income for those in the top fifth was 


$34,144, an increase of 6 per cent over 
1974. 


"Quite literally, the rich get richer 


and the poor get poorer," Reuss said. 


HE ALSO SAID the number of poor 


persons grew by 2% million, or 10.7 
per cent, the largest single increase 
since 1959 when the Census Bureau 


began collecting poverty data. 


The 40 per cent of Americans with 


higher incomes have increased their 
share of the national income steadily 
since 1968, he said. 


"If America is to realize her ideal 


of equality, we must get our income 
distribution working towards equality 
— not away from it," Reuss said. 


During the Truman and Johnson ad- 


ministrations — between 1947 and 1968 
— Americans in the lower 40 per cent 
income level improved theij1 share of 
the national income from 16.9 to 18 
per cent, Reuss said. But between 
19B9 to 1975 — during the Nixon and 
Ford administrations — the lower 40 
per cent declined back to 17.2 per 
cent. 


The higher income 40 per cent did 


just the reverse, with the middle one- 
fifth remaining relatively constant, he 
said. 


Firms Scrabble' to find 
perfect company name 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The year 1976 


saw a record number of corporate 
name changes and probably touched 
rock bottom in imaginative nomencla- 
ture. 


There were 205 name changes 


among national corporations, 32 per 
cent more than in 1975, according to 
Schechter & Luth Inc., a marketing 
communications firm that makes an 
annual survey of company names. 


The companies are not to be blamed 


for the lack of imagination in seeking 
new titles, Schechter & Luth said. It's 
the copyright law that is responsible. 


"It is increasingly difficult to devise 


suitable new names that are legally 
available nationally or in the sttes in 
which a corporation does business," 
the firm said. 


SO IF A NAME change is clearly 


needed, the firm may be forced to use 
a variant of the existing name or at 
least of a name already owned by the 
company or one of its operating units. 
Perhaps, the best choice will be one 
of 
the 
company's existing brand 


names. About 46 per cent of the 1976 
new names were names already in 
use within the corporation. 


Newly coined names, many of them 


acronyms, remained fairly popular 
and it was in these that the difficulty 
in coming up with something appro- 
priate, euphonious — and legal — 
showed most clearly. 


Schechter & Luth reported a 76 per 


cent increase in companies adopting 
acronyms as new names, including 
Ancomp, Clabir, Conair, Culbro, Dom- 
glas, Equifax, Exarg, Hydco, Ihop, 
Inco, Intersil, Midcon, Nicor, Hotel- 
corn, Talcorp, Teccor, Teleconcepts, 
Tosco, Tultex and Wylain. The mean- 
Ing of only two or three of these is 
readily apparent. 


Although some management con- 


sultants have been saying for several 
years that for any company except a 
real giant, an alphabetical name 
change is "the quickest route to obliv- 
ion," 13 companies made such a 
change last year. "That was a wel- 
come drop of 27 per cent from 1975," 
Schecter & Luth commented. 


Among the newly adopted alphabe- 


tical names of companies — ABMI, 
ARP, CBMI, CL, EAC, INA, NFS, 
RSN, UDS and III, among them — 
how many are recognizable? 


THE REASONS for the corporate 


name changes remained in 1976 much 
the same as in previous years. The 
biggest proportion of companies, 38.5 
per cent, said the previous names hin- 
dred diversification efforts. 


Others said the old name had a re- 


strictive regional connotation. 


Mergers and the desire to indicate 


relationship with a holding company 
accounted for about 30 per cent of the 
changes. 


The trend to shorter names and to 


nicknames or trade names as legal 
corporate names — Citibank for First 
National City Bank and Inco for Inter- 
national Nickel or example — was 
another important reason for change. 
Bay State Corp. of Massachusetts be- 
came BayBank to indicate the nature 
of its business more precisely. 


For most companies, the time be- 


tween the decision to change the cor- 
porate name and the actual change is 
about six months. 


When 
Retail 
Credit Corp., an- 


nounced its new name — Equifax — it 
culminated five years of development. 
They didn't explain what took so long.

Chemical spill in 
river controlled 


Officials of the Louisville Water Co. reported Sunday that a 


chemical spill in the Ohio River posed no threat to contaminate 
the city's water supply. They reported that the concentration of 
carbon tetrochloride, a chemical linked with cancer, was greatly 
diluted by the time it reached the Louisville area early Sunday. 
"At its peak about 2:30 a.m. (EST), it measured about 22 parts 
per billion of water," said Jerry R. Ford, director of public rela- 
tions for the company. "Since then, it has gradually gone down. 
Barring a very unlikely drastic upward change in the amount, it 
will be easily handled and controled," 


The carbontet spill originated in the Kanawha River at a chem- 


ical complex near Charleston, W.Va., more than a week ago. It 
then flowed into the Ohio and has traveled downstream at a more 
rapid rat* than expected. 


Truckdriver-abchictor booked 


Truck driver Roy Aguilar Parrish, apparently recovered from a 


strong dose of tranquillzer, was booked into a Harlingen, Tex. jail 
Sunday for kidnaping. Parrish, 46, Houston, held two women hos- 
tage for much of the day Saturday during a 100-mile chase through 
the Texas citrus belt. 


He released the hostages — Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Patterson and 


her daughter, Nancy, of Los Fresnos, Tex. — Saturday evening 
after he was given a sedative by Dr. John Ferris. The women 
were unharmed. Ferris could not be reached for comment and if 
was not determined how he got into the room with Aguilar and the 
hostages. Police said he Injected a sedative into Aguilar and the 
man then surrendered. 


No memorial for mine disaster 


The first anniversary of the Socita mine disaster will pass quiet- 


ly in the southeast Kentucky mountains, a silent counterpoint to 
the controversy surrounding the deaths of 26 men last March 9 and 
11. "People around here have been hit pretty hard by this thing," 
said Judge Estill Blair of Letchcr County, where the ill-fated mine 
Is located. "I think what they want to do is let this behind them 
and let the dead rest in peace." As of about two weeks before the 
anniversary, no public tributes or memorial services have been 
planned in the towns and villages nestled around the mountainous 
coal mining region. 


State Rep. Glenn C. Freeman, whose district includes the mine, 


is close to many of the families who lost fathers, sons and brothers 
a year ago. He was not aware of any pplanned tributes to the Scotia 
victims but said, "I think there should be some kind of significant 
event. "We're too easily forgetful, and our memories tend to fade 
too quickly," he added. 


The world 


Lebanese battle Palestinians 


Right-wing Lebanese militiamen battled with Palestinians and 


Lebanese leftists Sunday in a fight for control of a strategic town 
near the southern border with Israel and Syria. Reports from the 
Ebel es Saqi battle zone conflicted and communications were 
sketchy, but the fighting appeared to involve tanks, armored cars 
and artillery. The leftists charged their opponents received artil- 
lery support from Israel. 


Thousands of civilians reportedly fled the area and dozens of 


villagers' homes were destroyed. No accurate casualty toll was 
immediately available. Right-wing forces based in nearby Marja- 
youn and Kleia began the drive on Ebel es Saqi Saturday, capping 
a bloody offensive last week that led to the capture of Khiam on 
Friday. All of the towns are located at the strategic intersection of 
the Lebanese, Syrian and Israeli borders, south of the Litani River 
at the gateway to Palestinian strongholds in the southeastern 
region known as the Arkoub, or "Fatahland." 


Clifford talks 'mistimed' 


Presidential envoy Clark Clifford arrived in Ankara Sunday for 


talks on Cyprus that Turkish newspapers said were "mistimed and 
unnecessary." Government spokesmen said Clifford could achieve 
nothing. Referring to the U.S. arms embargo, Clifford told Turkish 
officials he hoped to "confer in some detail with your government 
officials on defense agreements that are so important to the con- 
tinued relationship between our two countries." Turkish Foreign 
Minister Ihsan Sabri Caglyangil replied, "I hope that your visit 
will bring an end to the currently far-from-satisfactory relations 
between Turkey and the U.S.A." Earlier Sunday in Athens, Clif- 
ford said he learned the Greco-Turkish conflict was more serious 
than the Carter administration had believed, "and we do feel a 
new sense of seriousness." 


Mail-order bilk 
problems small 
in NW suburbs 


The U.S. Postal Service is alerting 


consumers to watch out for mail-order 
schemes as part of its second annual 
Postal Consumer Protection Week be- 
ginning today. 


Area postmasters, however, say the 


problem is minimal in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


"The area is sophisticated enough 


that the people here normally don't 
expect something for nothing," Don- 
ald L. Swanson, postmaster for Ar- 
lington Heights, Rolling Meadows and 
Elk Grove Village, said. "But that 
doesn't mean we shouldn't remain 
alert." 


ONE OF THE largest reported mail 


fraud schemes in the area involved 
Teltronics, Inc., a Des Plaines firm 
that nationally advertised cheaply 
priced watches and allegedly never 
delivered them. 


But most postal officials receive 


only two or three minor fraud com- 
plaints each year. 


Edward Budzyn, postmaster for 


Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg and 
Roselle, said he gets a "minimum 
number a year. Ralph 
Palubicki, 


Mount Prospect postmaster, said last 
year he received two complaints. 


Postal Inspector Jan Cooper said 


most complaints involve items selling 
for $25 or less. He recommended con- 
sumers check mail order businesses 
with the Better Business Bureau or 
Chamber of Commerce before buying. 


"WE TELL PEOPLE two things," 


Cooper said. "If it's too good to be 
true it probably is. And if you think 
you're taking something from some- 
one you're probably the one being tak- 
en." 


Inspectors don't investigate every 


claim, Cooper said. "We wait for a 
pattern before we do anything. We 
don't investigate Sears or Penneys 
just because a package hadn't been 
delivered," 


Postal workers interviewed agreed 


that most mail order houses are legiti- 
mate. 


"I do a lot of ordering by mail my- 


self and have never been ripped off," 
Swanson said. "It just boils down to 
doing business with reputable com- 
panies." 


Saudis promise no hike 
in oil prices: Vance 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPD-Sec. of 


State Cyrus Vance came to the last 
stop of his six-nation Middle East tour 
Sunday with Saudi Arabia's promise 
to resist any new oil price increases 
"for the health and prosperity of the 
international community." 


Vance praised Syrian President Ha- 


fez Assad as he flew into Damascus 
for the final stop of his mission in 
search of a formula for peace in the 
Middle East. 


"I have the greatest respect for 


President Assad as an outstanding 
statesman," Vance said. "I, am here 
to exchange views on our common ob- 
jective, a just and durable peace." 


VANCE 
FLEW 
FROM Riyadh, 


Saudi Arabia, where he was told the 
Saudis will not go beyond the 5 per 
cent crude-oil price increase they 
adopted last December. He was told 
"there is no linkage 
between oil 


prices and the search for peace" is 
the Middle East. 


The Saudi promise came during 


Vance's meeting Saturday with Depu- 
ty Prime Minister Price Fahd and 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al-Fais- 
al. King Khaled is in Europe recuper- 
ating from surgery. 


Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 


Emirates broke with their partners in 
the 13-member Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries last year 
and refused to obey the majority deci- 
sion on a 10 per cent increase. 


The two-tier price system that re- 


sulted from the Saudis' decision has 
thrown the world petroleum market 
into turmoil, and laist week there had 


been reports the Riyadh government 
might be willing to compromise with 
its OPEC partners on a price increase 
of 7 or 7.5 per cent. 


THE SAUDIS SAID last December 


they expected the United States to use 
its influence to bring about a Middle 
East peace in return for moderation 
in oil price increases. 


But in response to a reporter's ques- 


tion Saturday, Feisal said: "As to the 
policy of oil prices, we have made it 
very clear, I think, this is not political 
but economic in nature. . .In holding 
the price increase to 5 per cent we 
hope to maintain and contribute to th» 
health and prosperity of the Inter- 
national community." 


"This in no way detracts from our 


desire that the United States makes 
an effort toward peace," Feisal said, 
but "it is not linked to it." 


Vance also told the Saudi leaders 


that "the Palestinian question is the 
core of the Middle East problem and 
should be resolved in order to reach a 
solution or a settlement of the Middle 
East problem," the Saudi Press Agen- 
cy reported. 


IN TALKS WITH Prince Fahd and 


Faisal, Vance referred to "their affir- 
mation that the Palestinians were at 
the heart of the problem and said, 'I 
share with them this affirmation,' " 
the agency said. 


Vance did not say how the Palesti- 


nian question could be resolved. Israel 
so far has objected to Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization's participation in 
the Geneva peace conference. 


With some degree of variation, the 


Arabs have insisted that PLO must 
take part in the parley.

HOLLANDSBURG, Ind. (DPI) — 


Betty Spencer, who survived a Valen- 
tine's Day shotgun attack in which 
her son and three stepsons were 
killed, was released from a hospital 
under guard and kept in seclusion, 
state police said Sunday, 
"She's out'of the hospital but we cant' 
say where she is," a police spokes- 
man said. 


Mrs. Spencer was wounded in the 


shootings at her family's mobile home 
in this small town and was treated for 
buckshot wounds at a hospital in near- 
by Terre Haute. 


The killers of her son, Gregory 


Brooks, 
22, and stepsons, Ralph, 


Reeve and Raymond Spencer, all 
teen-agers, are still-at large. 


"We're checking every tip, every 


phone call," the spokesman said. 


Police received hundreds of calls 


from persons who saw 
composite 


drawings of three of the killers in 
newspapers and on television. 


Investigators believe at least four 


gunmen were involved in the shooting 


Suspects who resembled the draw- 


ings were questioned and then re- 
leased in Ohio, Illinois and Indiana.

Whereas the 1960s were a time for 


outward-oriented pursuits, the 1970s 
have turned out to be a decade of in- 
ward-oriented pursuits, as evidenced 
by the rise of yoga, parapsychology 
and transcendental meditation.

Russell, executive director of The 
Bridge Youth Services Bureau in Pal- 
atine, said. 


"MAYBE IT'S like a pendulum and 


eventually we'll stop swinging back 
and Forth and come to a balance 
where the emphasis is on both person- 
al growth and political and social 
awareness." he said. 


Meanwhile. Hersey High School se- 


nior Eileen Costello regrets she wasn't 
in high school in the 1960s when "kids 
were willing to speak up for what they 
thought. 


"Kids right now are apathetic, polit- 


ically ignorant and don't know what's 
going on," she said. "Their cares 
don't go much beyond what'll we do 
this weekend and where will we par- 
ty." 


Although their goals are high and 


their expectations great, Northwest 
suburban high school students "too of- 
ten are lazy and unwilling to give 
their time or themselves to an activi- 
ty or cause." said Karen Bartenfel- 
der. a senior at Elk Grove high 
School. 


But even during the 1960s, before 


W a t e r g a t e and the great dis- 
illusionment with government 
offi- 


cials, the majority of students weren't 
marching or demonstrating 
for the 


causes of the day, said Pete Digre, 
director of Omni House in Wheeling. 


"PEOPLE ARE generally more 


survival-oriented, interested in 'what 
can I do to hang on,' " he said. "It's 
not a radical change." 


The heavy emphasis on more imme- 


diate kinds of gratification doesn't 
mean that today's uninvolved high 
school students are any more selfish 
than their older siblings who might 
have protested the war in Vietnam, 
Mrs. Powell said. 


"Those of us who used to get caught 


up in causes did so for our osvn grat- 
ification to an extent," she said. Pro- 
test was the "in'' thing. Jumping on 
the bandwagon was fun. 


Now students figure the world is be- 


yond straightening out. Like Arlington 
High School senior Kathy Eyerly, they 
argue that it's impossible to "buck 
the system" or stop the world and put 
everything right. 


IK THEY VTERE. to "attempt to 


mount a protest against something, 
slightly more than- ffolf- th# "students 
believe a peaceful one .would be most 
effective, "while • abato.'"'

In part at least, adult reaction to 


the student activism of the 1960s has 
created today's cynical and apathetic 
high school students, said the Rev.

"In the 1960s we slapped down 


young people for caring and getting 
involved in civil rights, peace and 
radical 
religious 
movements," 
he 


said. "This cynical generation is the 
product of over-response to a gener- 
ation of young people who tried to 
care, albeit sometimes illegally and 
immorally. The Bible tell us 'As you 
sow, so shall you reap.' " 


Everyone Eileen Costello knows is a 


cynic, herself included, she said. 


"WHEN YOU SEE too much bad, 


you lose your sensitivity," the Hersey 
High. School senior said. "Being cynic- 
al is the only way to keep from going 
crazy." 


Believing in anything has become 


• very difficult for her and she said it 
will take a great deal of convincing 
before she will break down her walls 
and trust in anyone or anything. 


"It's not healthy, not the way life 


was meant to be, but it's the way 
we're growing up," Eileen said., "If 
you turn on the television for "two 
hours, you have to walk away a cy- 
nic." 


People have not yet come to the 


mature understanding that dreams 
can exist in the middle of cynicism, 
Rev. Scheuer said. 


"THE JUDEO-CIIRISTIAN heritage 


has never been so idealistic as to not 
acknowledge the presence of sin, cor- 
ruption and evil," he said. "On the 
other hand, it's very sad if human

beings come to accept this as the only 
alternative." 


He points to St. Paul who died as a 


martyr trying to change the world, 
but said "I've learned to be content in 
the situation I've found myself."

said. "He said he was able to find 
contentment in their midst. For their 
own health and the health of our na- 
tion, youngsters must seek what is 
positive in the world." 


As cynical as many of the students 


surveyed may be, 89 per cent believe 
in God, almost three-quarters have 
faith in the media and a little more 
than hair still have faith in govern- 
ment officials. 


FAITH OR NO faith, students aren't 


anxious to bear arms for the United 
States without good reason. A third 
said they would do so only if the na- 
tion were attacked and 17 per cent 
said they never would bear arms. 
Only nine per cent offered to come to 
the nation's aid "if called," regard- 
less of circumstance. 


Most of the students are content 


with the amount of freedom their par- 
ents give them, but about a third com- 
plain their teachers give them too 
little freedom. A few question whether 
they should have been given as much 
freedom as they were given. 


Too much freedom too soon losl Ei- 


leen a year of high school. 


"I could always talk my way out of

Dear Mrs. Farmer: My mother 


always cuts my patterns out for 
me and then I make them. I 
would like to cut them myself, but 
mother says this, is the hardest 
p a r t 
about 
sewing. 
Is this 


true?—Nancy T. 


Dear Nancy: You didn't say 


your age. but since you are ques- 
tioning this, I assume you are 
definitely old enough to do your 
own cutting. I'm sorry, I don't 
agree with your mother. I think 
cutting the garment is usually the 
easiest step in construction. 


Whether it's easy or hard, it's 


Important that you do it yourself 
because you can learn so much 
about the pattern to be assem- 
bled. It's also important to know 
your own figure so that you can 
add a little here and there for fit- 
ting. 


My only word of advice is to 


prepare your fabric before begin- 
ning. Pre-shrlnk 
if necessary. 


Make sure the grain line is even 
and straight. If there is a pattern 
or print, study your fabric to be 
sure about the areas that need 
matching. 


If possible, I recommend you al- 


ways cut your pattern in one di- 
rection However, if the skirt is 
flared at the hem, you can often 
save fabric by fitting one piece of 
pattern into the other by using 
both directions of the fabric. 


Ask your mother to let you lay 


your own pattern out and then asic 
her to check It before cutting. The 
first thing you know, you will be 


doing all of this as a routine. Keep 
up the enthusiasm, sewing can be 
a lifetime of pleasure.

Irregular heart beat 


may threaten health 


Will you please explain what causes heart hki|»s and Hie differ- 


ence. If any, between plain skips and premature bouts, which arc 
followed by long pauses. 


I recently learned I have premature beats. They run from a 


single extra tub to a scries of four or five extra beats before a long 
pause. It sounds like a clock running down with fast, short gasps 
and then the long pause. Often there are several of those fre- 
mnture beats In succession before a normal beat, as though the 
heart couldn't get going again. It Is rather frightening. 


I am a male, 60, and have had two previous light heart attack*. 


Should I see a heart specialist or are spells of premature beats 
nothing much to worry about. 


It makes a lot of difference whether premature beats are oc- 


curring In a young healthy person or are found in a person at the 
time of a heart attack. They can be relatively unimportant or they 
can be life threatening. 


Your heart normally runs at a fairly rhythmic rate because of 


automatic rhythmic stimulation of the heart muscle. Almost ev- 
eryone probably has a spontaneous (early) discharge of electrical 
type activity In the heart muscle at one time or another. We are 
not aware of it and the beats will usually be so infrequent that you 
wouldn't notice them unless you were taking continuous recordings 
of the heart's activities — sometimes over several days. 


If the beat is nearly on time the slight change isn't noticed. If it 


is very early it will block out the normal stimulus to a heart beat 
and the premature beat literally replaces the beat that should 
have been on time. This causes a pause before the next beat 
occurs on time. These are called premature beats or extrasystoles. 
Depending on how long the pause is a person may or may not feel 
anything. If the pause is long the next beat may jar the individual 
and cause sensations called "flip-flops" or "skipping a beat'' or 
any number of terms people use to describe the sensation. 


IF THE HEART slows too much, a spot in the heart capable of 


stimulating it may suddenly fire off a discharge. This spot could 
take over the heart if the heart rate was too slow. If such a spot 
has a fast rate of its own it may take over the heart rate and 
cause an attack of rapid heart action. 


The heart has numerous areas in it that are capable of stimu- 


lating the heartbeat. This is nature's safeguard in one way and 
also the basis for causing irregularities of the heart.

There is no good way to assess the importance of these irregula- 


rities without a careful heart examination. Because you have al- 
ready had a heart attack I think you should see about this right 
away. Meanwhile, the best preventive measures you can take are 
not to smoke or use coffee, tea, colas, and1 to avoid alcohol and any 
foods that tend to irritate your digestive system.

Minister out to sell at-home schooling 


The Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom's usual 


smile undergoes a subtle but detec- 
table change when he starts talking 
about public education. 


He starts biting off his words. He 


refers to public schools as "govern- 
ment schools" with a hard accent on 
the first syllable of "government." 


Rev. Llndstrom, headmaster of the 


Christian Liberty Academy, 203 E. 
C a m p McDonald Rd., Prospect 
Heights, is a conservative man. 


"I see the whole public school sys- 


tem as socialized education," he says. 


THAT IS WHY he formed his school 


In 1968, and that is why he is laying 
the foundation for a broader plan 
now. 


"I think the public school system in 


this country Is going to continue to 
deteriorate," he says. "We passed the 
point of no return six years ago. And 


federal funds won't solve the prob- 
lem." 


What Lindstrom envisions is a re- 


turn to education in the home. 


AND HE IS doing his best to help it 


happen: Christian Liberty Academy is 
operating a program, in its first year, 
that is keeping 170 students home in 
27 states. 


The teachers are parents, and the 


curriculum provided by the school is 
based on right-wing political precepts 
flavored with fundamentalist Chris- 
tianity. 


Lindstrom says the program's track 


record speaks for itself. 


When a student is enrolled in the 


home-study program he is tested in 11 
subject areas with examinations such 
as Iowa Basic Skills and the Stanford 
University Achievement Test. 


AT THE END of one year the stu- 


dents again are tested. 


"We found they scored way ahead 


of the national average," Lindstrom 
says. "Some would gain two to three 
years in basic skills." 


The reason, he said, is the public 


schools just aren't doing the job. 


"We're challenging the reading 


programs and new math programs in 
the government schools," he says. 
"The experiment in nonphonetic read- 
ing, for example, has proven to be a 
multibillion dollar failure." 


Public schools have slipped in other 


ways, he said. 


"THE MORAL TONE, the lack of 


discipline, no dress codes, have all 
tied together. It' just spells a lower 
quality of education than what we ex- 
pect and pay for." 


This is the first formal year of the 


Family praises teaching 
children basics at home

Jim and Carrie Dick haven't 


"gone" to school for two years. 


Yet, says their mother, Mrs. Al 


Dick, they are learning more now 
than when they were in public 
school. 


Jim, 14, and Carrie, 12, stay at 


home in Skokie to study the Chris- 
tian Liberty Academy way: on 
their own, at their own speed, 
with a hard emphasis on funda- 
mental Christianity and right- 
wing politics. 


' ' W h e n you're by yourself, 


you're better off," said Jim. "In 
school, half the time you're goof- 
ing off." 


MRS. DICK SAID they decided 


to pull their children from school 
in Skokie two years ago because 
"we felt they just weren't happy 
in school." 


Jim, she recalls, had a math 


teacher who "refused to teach 
him." 


In joining the Christian Liberty 


Academy program, tests showed 
Jim was one year behind his 
grade level in math. His mother 
said now he is at his grade level 
in math and ahead of his level in 
other subjects. 


Carrie also has progressed, she 


says. 


THEY START THEIR School 


day at 9 a.m., working at 40-min- 
ute spans and resting for 10 min- 
utes. They work anywhere they 


want around the house, Jim usual- 
ly preferring to stay in his room. 
The day of studies ends about 3 
p.m. 


Jim is enthusiastic in discussing 


his studies. One of his texts is 
McGuffy's sixth reader; not to be 
confused, he points out, with sixth 
grade. 


The McGuffy reader is a col- 


lege-level text, including writings 
by early American statesmen. 
Jim admits it often forces him to 
refer to a dictionary. 


Another of his books — the sci- 


ence text — is titled, "In- 
vestigating God's Orderly World," 


MUCH OF THE BOOK deals 


with how Christians are to inter- 
pret scientific data. 


"In the public schools they 


teach kids evolution as a fact, but 
not as theory," Jim says. "They 
can teach everything that defies 
God. but you can't mention His 
name." 


The at-home courses heavily 


emphasize testing based on an 
honor system. 


JIM AND CARRIE have test 


books corresponding to their tests 
and give themselves "self tests" 
when they are called for. 


They grade themselves by 
Mrs. Dick says the children are 


not being kept home due to any 
fears of the outside world. 


"My kids car take care of 


themselves," she says. "After all, 
God is with them." 


checking the answers — which 
are supplied separately. 


They must receive a score of 90 


per cent before they can move on 
to the next unit. And they also 
must pass a "pace test," which 
cannot be taken until 24 hours af- 
ter the self-test. 


Pace tests are sent in to the 


academy for grading. 


MRS. DICK SAID she and her 


husband take the role of teachers 
mainly in areas supplemental to 
the curriculum. 


For example, "Jim and his dad 


put together a shed for the experi- 
ence of building," she says. 


They've also been working with 


Carrie in the area of art. 


Jim and Carrie said the lack of 


social contact with their peers 
during the day doesn't bother 
them, that by staying home they 
aren't affecting friendships with 
those who go to school. 


"We get to see them after 


school and other times," Jim 
says. 


MRS. DICK SEES a growing 


movement 
toward 
home-study 


programs, and she says that if 
busing for racial integration in- 
creases, so will the movement to- 
ward home study. 


Jim says his fear Is that if 


blacks and whites are mixed in 
schools, "then the blacks will 
start marrying the whites and 
that's against God's word." 


Home Study Program — the first 
year it has been given capital letters 
and advertised by a small white flyer 
headed by the words: 


"Fed up with the public school sys- 


tem? Want an alternative? Why not 
educate your children at home?" 


THAT FLYER is but a sampling of 


the sales job Lindstrom plans for the 
entire nation next year. 


"We're now setting up our program 


for next year with a goal of 1,000 stu- 
dents by September. With a national 
advertising campaign by spring, we'll 
probably be deluged with enrollments 
and have to operate it on a first-come, 
first-served basis." 


In two years, English-speaking 


people overseas may be keeping chil- 
dren home for the schools' program," 
said Lindstrom. 


It all started modestly enough in 


1970, the year Newsweek and the Wall 
Street Journal ran articles on the 
school and how pre-kindergarten stu- 
dents there were being taught to read 
by the phonics method (learning to 
sound out words by syllables). 


A FAMILY from Chicago with a 


fourth grader in a special education 
class came to Lindstrom to seek help 
for their boy. With the day-to-day dis- 
tance of commuting a problem, Lind- 
strom and the parents agreed on 
home-study program. 


The boy "was making tremendous 


progress at home," Lindstrom says. 
"They were amazed at the progress 
he was making. It was something the 
public school system couldn't do." 


In 1971 a family learning of the idea 


through the Chicago family enrolled 
children and in 1972 a family from 
Oregon, 111., enrolled five children. 


Before this year the number of 


home-study students remained low. 


"LAST SUMMER we felt the pro- 


g r a m had 
been 
developed suf- 


ficiently," Lindstrom says. "We felt 
we were in a position to move beyond 
the 15 students on the program and 
possibly double the number of stu- 
dents." 


Then came the flyer and response 


enough to keep home about 140 more 
students. 


Lindstrom says the program is not 


a package deal because the curricu- 
lum is designed to fit the student's 
own needs. 


"If a student is behind in math he 


would start at his own level in that 
area. If he's ahead in another area we 
would start him there." 


IT COSTS $175 per student for the 


nine-month program and includes the 
initial testing, monthly individualized 
taped reviews of the student's work 
that is sent back to Christian Liberty 
Academy and a taped Bible-study op- 
tion. 


Nearly all of the parents who enroll 


their children in the program take it 
to include the Bible study option, 
Lindstrom says. 


But even if they don't want the 


Bible option, they'll still get some of it 
in the other subjects. 


"WE TAKE a Godly approach: the 


nonevolutionary approach to science, 
the creation concept. In reading and 
English the emphasis in textbooks is 
on God and religion." 


To handle the home-study load this 


year, the Christian Liberty Academy 
has hired one full-time person and two 
part-timers. 


Besides the $175 enrollment fees, 


the program is supported by private 
donations. Much of that money, Lind- 
strom said, now is going into a fund 
for anticipated legal battles ahead — 
and families are warned of that poten- 
tial problem. 


"EVERY STATE is different in 


what it requires in education, but ev- 
ery state I'm famib'ar with does make 
.provisions for the student to be edu- 
cated at home," he says. "In Illinois, 
the law says if a student is receiving 
instruction at home, it must be at 
least equal to that of the public 
schools." 


There have been only two families 


who have been forced to drop out of 
the home-study program due to state 
pressures, Lindstrom said. 


But if the program grows, he antici- 


pates a showdown. 


"We are convinced that as con- 


frontations do possibly develop as the 
years go by that we'll be able to show 
by way of a hearing, a trial or what- 
ever, that what we provide is in har- 
mony with state education 
stan- 


dards." 


The school already has reserved the 


services of attorney William Bell of 
Harrisburg, Pa., whom Lindstrom re- 
fers to as the "top constitutional law- 
yer in the country." 


It was Bell who won the State vs. 


Whisner case in Ohio last year when 
the U.S. Supreme Court reversed a 
lower court decision in ruling that 12 
parents could remove their children 
from public schools to be educated at 
home. 


LINDSTROM SAID local school offi- 


cials often object when parents re- 


move children but "when we point out 
what success we've having" they co- 
operate. 


The home-study program, Ltnd- 


strom said, has gained the backing of 
the Mormon Church, the Salt Lake 
City school system and conservative 
Catholics. 


The argument that an at-home edu- 


cation would rob a student of the pub- 
lic schools' social values doen't mat- 
ter to Lindstrom. 


"Social contact is important," he 


says, "but it's not primary. What's 
important is that the students do 
learn." 


Lindstrom urges parents to get their 


children active in community and 
church groups to help take up the 
slack. 


The potential for the home-study 


movement is "mind-boggling," Lind- 
strom says, his smile growing wider. 


"I think of the words of Charles 


Wesley, founder of the Methodist 
church: 'My parish is the world.' "

To an outsider, Saturday's wedding in Dr. Munchee's Lounge 


must have looked like a ]oke. 


The bride was a three-months pregnant former heroin addict. 
The bridegroom was a notorious roustabout who only two weeks 


earlier had to be escorted from Dr. Munchee's by a cordon of Des 
Plaines" finest for insisting the bartender give him one more 
drink. 


It looked like a match made in Hades. 
But to Clara Loomer, 26, and Robert Sternberg, 22, it was the 


beginning of a new life. 


"SHE TURNED MY life around," Sternberg said. "Before we 


met I was sleeping in my car and I had 15 tickets in my glove 
compartment" 


Robert Sternberg had a hard time growing up in Des Plaines. 


His mother died when he was 3, his father when he was 14. He was 
watched over by a variety of neighbors and policemen — people he 
now lists as his closest friends 


"My dad had no control over us, we were crazy kids," Sternberg 


said of his brothers and himself. 


"But hey, I've grown up1 Everybody does," he said. 
Clara Loomer had a tougher youth She started taking drugs 


when she was 15. "For seven years I was on heroin," she said, 
explaining she didn't kick the habit until her mother drove her to 
Elgin State Hospital because "I was threatening to kill myself." 


That was four years ago, and now she rarely even drinks alco- 


hol 


"I usually don't drink, because I have trouble with chemicals 


Other people are social drinkers, and they can handle it. I can't 
she said. 


CLARA MET Sternberg in 1975 when she was working at the Des 


Flames' Pot and Pan restaurant. 


"I asked her out one night when I was drunk," Robert said. 
"I told him to come back when he was sober," Clara said. 
Robert did come back, they fell in love, and two years later they 


were getting married a the bar in Dr. Munchee's, 1275 Lee St. 


"This is his place, all his friends are here. If we go out, we go 


here," Clara said, adding, "we're on a budget." 


Sternberg works at Merit Motors, Des Plaines, and the way he 


sees it, why have a big, expensive church wedding when you can 
get married in a place that means something to you. 


"THE SERVICE was beautiful. The words aie the Same no 


matter where you say them," he said. 


"My kids will go to church. I feel this has no bearing on the 


chuch. There was no liquor being poured during the service. 


"I think we both believe in God," Clara said. "I know it's very 


unusual, but we're unusual people. I don't think that's bad." 


Regardless of what an outsider might think, Clara and Robert 


insist they married for love. 


"She's three months pregnant, but that's not why we got mar- 


ried. I was going to make her mine forever anyways. We love 
each other," Sternberg said.

Obscenity control issue 
before Supreme Court

WASHINGTON (UPD — The Issue 


of obscenity control, highlighted by 
the recent conviction of Hustler maga- 
zine publisher Larry Flynt. is. still a 


matter of deep concern for the U S. 
Supreme Court. 


A case now before the court in- 


volves some of the same principles 
raised during the trial in which Flynt 
recently was convicted by a Clncm- 
'nati jury 


Even the relatively staid American 


•Library Assn. is worried about the 
case now under consideration at the 
.Supreme Court. It was appealed by 
.Jerry Lee Smith, convicted in Des 
•Moines. Iowa, federal court of mailing 
•obscene material — various issues of 
.Intrigue magazine, some pamphlets, 
,and films titled "Lovelace" and "Ter- 
;rorized Virgin." 


IX 19IJ. Iowa decriminalized dis- 


tribution of arguably obscene mate- 
trial to adults, so federal prosecutors 
;obtalned a conviction in Smith's case 
that would have been impossible to 
get in a state court. 


The justices have heard arguments 


on whether a federal court must fol- 
low state law. A decision may be com- 
ing shortly 


In suppoit of Smith, the library as- 


sociation brought up some of the 
same arguments raised by Flynt, who 
was sentenced to 7 to 25 years for 
engaging in organized crime and pan- 
dering obscenity. Flynt said a Cincin- 
nati jury should not be empowered to 
determine what can be read in the 
rest of the country. 


The library association said "what 


appeals to prurient interests, is offen- 
sive, or lacks serious value — de- 
pends upon the viewer or reader " 


THE BRIEF "respectfully" sug- 


gested that criminal prosecutions not 
be permitted before there has been a 
civil proceeding to determine that the 
material is "obscene." 


The Assn of American Publishers, 


heading another group worried about 
the Smith decision, told the court sev- 
en states already have such a system 
Thev are Arkansas, Louisana, Mas- 
sachusetts, North Carolina, North Da- 
kota, Vermont and Wisconsin. 


Retired Justice William Douglas 


urged this approach in a dissenting 
blast when the court gave local com- 
munities moie leeway in fighting ob- 
scenity. 


"Until a civil proceeding has placed 


a tract beyond the pale, no criminal 
prosecution should be sustained," he 
said 


BUT CHIEF Justice Warren Bur- 


ger, who wrote the 1973 opinion, said 
a state law specifying what is "hard- 
core pornography" should be warning 
enough 


The publishers said seven states in 


addition to Iowa have adopted just the 
opposite policy and do not bar dis- 
tribution of sexually explicit materials 
to consenting adults. They are Alaska, 
Colorado, 
Montana, 
New Mexico, 


South Dakota, Vermont and West Vir- 
ginia. 


This is the position now taken by 


Justice William Brennan, who wrote 
some of the court's early obscenity 
opinions He favors confining protec- 
tion to juveniles and unwilling adults.

Neil Diamond, the "Solitary Man,'' brings his one- 


man show to tele\ Won tonight at 8 p m on Channel 
5, marking a new plateau In his ever-changing ca- 
reer. 


It will be his first American television concert 


filmed during a performance last year in Los Angel- 
es.' Greek Theatre before an audience filled with ce- 
lebrities who welcomed Diamond out of one of many 
hibernation periods he's been through. 


Viewers will be treated to mainly Neil Diamond — 


the man. the lyricist, the musician, the singer — 
doing some of his gientest songs including "I am ... 
I Said" and "Cherry, Cherry." 


DIAMOND CERTAINLY doesn't fool around with 


his audiences, he respects them. He does nothing out 
of character to charm or shock. Although he can 
adequately atone fill the hour allotted to him in this 
special, he is joined briefly on stage by Helen Reddy 
and Henry Winkler who does Fonzie's version of the 
Diamond hit "Song Sung Blue." 


The television special is bound to be a ratings get- 


ter. Diamond appeals to a broad audience with his 
folk, rock and blues repertoire that sometimes wan- 
ders off Into more unusual music forms like the Afri- 
can suite he recorded some years back. 


His popularity began climbing in the mid-60s and 


within five years he boasted eight gold albums. Lat- 
er he signed with Columbia records and wrote the 
score for the movie "Jonathan Livingston Seagull." 
Then, Diamond disappeared from the entertainment 
scene. 


The 38-year-old, Brooklyn-born singer, who spent 


his childhood years in Cheyenne, Wyo., has always 
been a loner who has kept his personal life private 
and produced his songs from the heart. 


He dropped out of New York University's pre- 


medicine program a semester before graduation to 
write songs for a publishing company at $50 a week. 


WHEN THE mechanical production of songs be- 


came frustrating, Diamond began performing his 
own material in Grenwich Village coffeehouses. 


He has turned down movie roles for major parts in 


"Lenny" and "A Star is Born." Diamond stopped 
touring and performing completely between 1972 and 
1978 to regenerate his creativity, to reaffirm his 
commitment to the really important things in his life 
and to just take some time off to enjoy the world 
around him. 


Now, he's back on the entertainment scene. He's 


working on a film version of his recent album, 
"Beautiful Noise" and he'll launch a European tour 
in May. 


But. more importantly, he'll be reaching out to 


America tonight, to the people he's been away from 
so long, and allowing them to become reacquainted 
with Neil Diamond, the solitary man.

DETROIT (UPI) — Television situ- 


ation comedies like "AU In The Fami- 
ly" will be taking the place of Shakes- 
peare in the classroom of English 
Prof. Robert Strozier this spring. 


If the pilot project is a success, 


Strozier says, he may even get into 
Saturday morning cartoons as a cul- 
ture form. 


"TV is something students can iden- 


tif with," the Wayne State University 
instructor said "They've grown up 
with it. Television is now the focus of 
our culture." 


Classes in Strozier's course, "Popu- 


lar Culture and Television Drama," 
will get under way April 4 and a 
"whole bunch" of students already 
have signed up for it, perhaps viewing 
it as a rather painless way to earn 
four credit hours. 


ENROLLEES WILL find that tele- 


vision no longer will provide a dis- 
traction from homework — it will be 
their homework. They will be as- 
signed to watch — and study — shows 
like "All In The Family," "Sanford 
and Son" and "Laverne and Shirley" 
and turn in in-depth evaluations of the 
programs. 


"I really want to examine television 


dramas generically," Strozier said, 
"and I want to start with the comic 
form. All comedies are alike — 
whether it's Shakespearian, Moliere 
or 'All In The Family.' " 


Strozier, a scholar in classical and 


Renaissance-era literature and the- 
ater, has no background in television 
production But he has no time for 
those who bad-mouth the "boob-tube" 
rather than appreciate it for what it 
is 


"You can't say this is good, this is 


bad Television exists. We've got to 
deal with it," he said. 


"Things change. TV is replacing 


these past forms of culture " 


Even Shakespeare' 
"We still get a good enrollment out 


of a Shakespeare course," Strozier 
said. "But it used to be Shakespeare, 
Moliere. Chaucer and Milton. Now, it's 
just Shakespeare, and I don't know 
how long he's going to last."

Tributes to the quiet courage of the 


University of California's All-America 
quarterback Joe Roth, who died Sat- 
urday of cancer, poured in Sunday as 
a stunned Berkeley campus reacted to 
the news. 


"We loved him," said a teammate, 


linebacker Pete Sitta. "It's too tragic 
for words." 


University officials and friends had 


known Roth's case was terminal. But 
his coach, Mike White, was shaken. 


"On and off the field, Joe was the 


finest individual'I have ever been as- 
sociated with in athletics," he said. 
"Joe had impact on everyone he 
came into contact with. 


A STATEMENT from the California 


Medical Center said Roth, a native of 
Twin Falls, Idaho, had been suffering 
from malignant melanoma. He first 
discovered he had cancer three years 
ago while, in junior college. 


In December, several lumps in his 


chest were diagnosed as black mole 
cancer. He underwent chemotherapy 
treatment at the Medical Center. 


During the three years in which he 


achieved national sports recognition 
as a superb passer and team leader, 
Roth had been haunted by his own 
private torture — the knowledge that 
he had a rare form of cancer. 


"REALLY, JUST figure I'm a nor- 


mal guy," he said. "What if some guy 
sitting down there on the street corner 
got cancer? Would everybody make a 
big fuss?" 


A surefire pro prospect, the hand- 


some, rugged 21-year-old had gal- 
lantly tried in recent months to keep 


private his secret but it began to leak 
out. He played in the Hula Bowl in 
Honolulu. But on Thursday, after a 
week of treatment at the Medical Cen- 
ter, he knew it was all over. 


He asked to go home "to be with his 


family" — his parents, who he had 
visited during the Christmas holidays 
and who had come to Berkeley to be 
with him in his final weeks. 


AND SATURDAY afternoon, in his 


campus apartment, with his parents, 
friends, coach and teammates at his 
bedside, Joe Roth died. 


There was a stunned reaction Satur- 


day night from student rooters when a 
formal announcement of his death 
was made at a basketball game. Cries 
of "Oh. No" swept through the gym 
and a moment of silence in tribute 
brought open weeping from those in 
the crowd. 


"His humility and quiet courage in 


triumph and now in tragedy showed 
him to be an extraordinary young 
man," said school Chancellor Albert 
H. Bowker.

and the lows (6.3), both times

But it was in the high jump that

body, including Brogan. Schones had 
already cleared

I mean, 
even with eyeglasses, I'm always pull- 
ing out a 7-iron and the caddy looks at 
me strangely and says "You're gonna 
hit a 7-iron 250 yards?" 


Look, the hole is even smaller when 


you can't see good. If the putt is too 


long you can't even see it at all. 
Bruce Lietzke might go around knock- 
ing in those 80-footers but, at 80 feet, I 
don't even know which direction to 
putt. 


Glasses fog up in cold weather, they 


get wet with sweat in hot weather, 
and they're not too good when the sun 
is shining and the breezes are cooling. 
You can't play at all in the rain. And 
think of the man-hours you lose trying 
to remember where you last laid 
them down. 


HALE IWRIN is not only the best 


golfer ever to wear glasses, he's one 
of the best ever to wear cleats. He's 
one of only 12 guys to make over a 
million dollars on the tour. He hasn't 
missed a cut in years. He's won seven 
tournaments, including the 1974 U.S. 
Open and last year's Glen Campbell 
Los Angeles Open where he is defend- 
ing lus championship this week at 
Riviera. 


If you think putting for a living with 


something less than perfect vision is a 


drag, consider that Irwin was a defen- 
sive back in the Big Eight football 
conference for three years, and was 
all-conference for two of them at Colo- 
rado. 


Hale wore contact lenses then, but 


found them unsuitable for golf. "The 
sand gets in them or the wind, and 
sets up an irritation," he explains.

I mean, the 
naked eye is unattractive to some of 
us. Ladies like to run their fingers 
through your glasses, don't they? As 
far as I'm concerned, glasses inspire 
confidence — like pipe smoking. 


IK YOU CAN WIN a U.S. Open and 


become one of the great golfers of the 
world when the "0" in the eye chart 
looks like an "E" to you. and the bot- 
tom line might as well be in Japa- 
nese, you are the idol that everyone 
ever called "four-eyes" or "profes- 
sor" as a kid. 


I mean, Ben Hugan could stand out 


in the yard at night and read the can- 
als on Mars, but some of us have 
trouble with the moon. My only fear is 
that Invin will get so good, they might 
rule glasses as an artificial aid in 
golf, and elbow them like the croquet 
putter, or a 15th club in the bag. Of 
course, Hale is so good, he might just 
win another Open and another million 
if he had to play by braille with a 
white cane.

WHAT IS WAX? 
Wax is any ol various semisolid, large- 


molecule, hydrocarbon substances pro- 
duced by plants, bees or other animals, 
or by chemical means. Vuixes usually 
occur as insect secretions and as coat- 
ings on the leaves or Iruits of certain 
plants. 


Wax is a substance derived Irom 


animal, vegetable and mineral matter. 
There are live different classes of \\ axes 
that we use in commerce: 


• Wax secreted by insects, such as 


beeswax that is obtained from the 
honey-'omb ot the common bee, and1 


Chinese \\ax. secreted by an insect 
called the Coccus ceniera. 


• Vegetable uaxes. including carn- 


auba \\ax tram the leaves of a species 
ot palm grown in Brazil, and Japan 
wax, obtained trom the seeds ol the 
Khus succcdaneum. 


• An intermediate class ol waxes rep- 


resented by montan. obtained trom 
semimmcrali/ed vegetable material. 


• Mineral waxes, related to the petro- 


leums and the parallins, as represented 
by ozokerite and its refined product, 
ceresm 


• \\axes ol animal origin, such as 


spermaceti. 


Waxes are lighter than water melt on 


heating to a limpid liquid and are com- 
bustible They resemble fats in their 
physical characteristics, but are hard- 
er and more lustrous. Waxes are insolu- 
ble in water and cold alcohol, but are 
soluble in boiling alcohol, trom which 
they often crystallize.

ing ol candles,, phonograph records,

As it dries into flakes, she scrapes it up 
with her hind legs and passes it to her 
mouth 'J hen she chews tile dry wax 
until it is soft and pliable.

^Subtle' race bias found 
in Detroit housing study 


by United Pi ess Intel national 


A three-yeai investigation of about 


100 Detioit aiea real estate brokers 
revealed "subtle" but widespread dis- 
cninmation against blacks seeking to 
buy suburban homes, a University of 
Illinois piofessoi said Sunday 


"Real estate biokers are gatekeep- 


eis of our subuiban communities," 
Diana Pearce, a sociology professoi 
at the U of I's Chicago-Circle campus, 
said 


' They can decide who s going to 


live theie and who's not There aie 
many ways in which 
they pi event 


blacks from buying houses " 


Ms Peaice conducted an extensive 


housing discrimination study as her 
doctoral thesis for the University of 
Michigan 


SHE SAID SHE sent black and 


white couples posing as buyers in 1974 
to a random sample of appioximately 
100 fitms, 87 per cent of them located 
in Detioit subuibs 


The couples gave neatly identical 


income and family infoimation to the 
real estate brokers Ms Pearce said 
the salesmen showed homes to three 
of four of the white couples, but only 
to one of four black couples 


'Black couples weren t told 'We 


don't want to show you houses,' " she 
said "They were simply told 'Well, 
we 
have 
to 
make 
appointments 


ahead ' or We have to get a key ' 
Those pioblems weie nevei laised 
with the white couples ' 


She said when the blacks and sshites 


were taken to see houses they were 
taken to different areas The practice, 
known as racial steering, is a viola- 
tion of the 1968 Fail- Housing law 


"The white couples were taken fur- 


ther out and the houses were about 
$3 000 mote expensive," Ms Pearce 
said 


SHE SAID AT real estate offices 


south of Eight Mile Road, which 
serves as part of Detroit's northern 
boundary, blacks usually were shown 
homes in the suburbs of Inkster or in 
Detroit, both mostly black Real es- 
tate offices in the white suburbs north 
of Eight Mile Road often took blacks 
to homes in the city limits 


In another apparent form of dis- 


cummation, she said, real estate 
salesmen spent an a\erage of an houi 
and a quarter with the prospective 
black buyers, and two houis with the 
white buyers 


Both blacks and whites weie heated 


couiteously m most cases, given cups 
of coffee puvate interviews and busi- 
ness caids 


"I think it's veiy effective and veiy 


subtle," she said 


In one case, a sales woman told a 


black home seeker politely that she 
would like to sell the man a house, 
but he didn't have enough money to 
buy m the area Ms Pearce said a 
white couple who gave the same in- 
come information to the real estate 
salespeison was shown homes in the 
suburb

Rep. Porter 
may oppose

S t a t e Rep. John E. Porter, 


R-Evanston, 
is 
privately making 


plans to give up his seat in the Illinois 
House and run against U.S. Rep. Ab- 
ner J. Mikva, D-lOth. 


The Herald has learned that Porter, 


41, is cautiously making arrange- 
ments for financial backing for the 
campaign against Mikva in the 10th 
Congressional District. 


"It is very likely that I will run," 


Porter said, while declining to con- 
firm reports from some Republicans 
that he already has begun to organize 
a campaign. 


PORTER'S decision to run follows a 


public opinion poll, commissioned by 
New Trier Township Republican Com- 
m i t t e e m a n Dave Brown, which 
showed that any well known Republi- 
can, with the exception of former Con- 
gressman Samuel H. Young, a two- 


time loser to Mikva, could beat the

Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, 
a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
member!) were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said, "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present, I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS. 30, said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter 
transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled a 
charge was that I had lost nty effec- 
tiveness," he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66, with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he

said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards saidf few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recmd any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying in Plains. I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is."

Northwest suburban high school stu- 


dens are

Made cynical by all they've seen 


and heard, they are detached from 
political and social causes, admire no 
one and doubt that any one person 
can solve the country's problems. 


Still, they believe in God, have 


some faith in government officials 
and believe their parents have done 
right by them. 


These findings are the result of a 


Herald survey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


LIKE GENERATIONS before them, 


the students surveyed are seeking 
happiness, success and 
fulfillment. 


Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished their 
education and begun their career. 


Two thirds of the students want to 


marry between the ages of 21 and 27, 
while another 10 per cent would like 
to wait even longer. Females tended 
to be in more of a hurry to marry 


, than males. 


The majority of students don't plan 


to have children until they're at least 
24 years old, and only a handful want 
to have more than four.

Mail fraud trial set March 14

The trial against Dennis L. Roberts, 


accused of bilking thousands in a DCS 
P I a i n e s-based mail-order watch 
scheme, will begin March 14. 


U.S. District Court Judge John P. 


Crowley set the date during ar- 
raignmeent proceedings Friday after 
Roberts, 45, entered an Innocent plea 
to a SOcount mail fraud indictment 
returned Feb. 11 by a federal grand 
jury. 


Roberts. Lake Forest, is charged 


with operating Teltronics, Ltd. in Des 
Plaincs, a mail order firm that pur- 
ported to sell digital watches for 
$16.95 and S17.93. 


The wntches were advertised in na- 


tional magazine advertisements, but 
thousands of purchasers across the 
country complained to federal and 
state authorities they never received 
watches. 


ROBERTS IS BEING held at the 


Metropolitan Correctional Center in 
Chicago on a $500,000 cash bond. He 
has been held since Jan. 20 when 
Postal Inspectors Jan Cooper and 
Eric Levin arrested him in his Lake 
Forest home. 


Provisions of the federal speedy 


trial act require Roberts be tried 
within 90 days of his jailing. 


Roberts' attorney, Robert E. Crowin 


of Mount Prospect, Friday again 
asked Judge Crowley to reduce the 
J500.000 cash bond, saying Roberts 
was unable to post that much money. 


But Judge Crowley refused to do so, 


saying he did not believe a lesser 
amount would ensure Roberts' ap- 
pearance in court. 


ROBERTS' .ORIGINAL bond was 


$800,000, set by U.S. Magistrate Olga 


Jurco. Judge Crowley lowered the 
original amount in an emergency pro- 
ceedings Jan. 26 requested by Crowin, 
but the .nidge refused at that time to 
reduce the amount any further. 


The government has charged the 


mail fraud scheme netted Roberts $1,7 


million, of which $737,000 was trans- 
ferred to accounts in three Mexican 
banks. 


Roberts allegedly used the alias 


Jack Rodine to organize Teltronics. 
Federal postal authorities have said

Plains pastor 
quits church 
midst dissent 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, 1 finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, 
a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present, I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS, 30, said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter 
transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled a 
charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness.'' he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness."

He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66, with Carteer in attendance, 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS.SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he 
said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop. I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying m Plains I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is,"

High school ROTC unit 
battles enrollment drop

Wheeling High School's Naval Ju- 


nior Reserve Officer Training Corps is 
looking for a few good people. If it 
does not get them, the unit may have 
to fold by June 1978. 


Enrollment in the 8-year-old pro- 


gram is at an all time low, with the 
unit having only 75 cadets, 20 of them 
graduating this year. 


If the unit does not attract 50 new 


cadets next year and meet the Navy's 
required enrollment of 100, it will lose 
its financing, Capt. Adrian Lorentson, 
USN Ret., head of the Wheeling unit, 
said. 


IN ITS HEYDEY four years ago, 


the NJROTC program boasted 109 ca- 
dets, but the following year, when the 
United States "was thrown out of 
Vietnam," enrollment fell to 85, Lo- 
rentson said. 


ANTIMIL1TARY

coupled with the elimination of the 
draft does not encourage students to 
think about the advantages of the mil- 
itary anymore, Lorentson said. 


He had expected NJHOTC enroll- 


ment to rise this year because of in- 
creased recruiting publicity for the 
volunteer armed forces less stress on 
the Vietnam war issue. 


A l a c k 
of information about 


NJROTC is a big part of the enroll- 
ment problem, he said. 


"We were lulled into not working 


hard to inform people about the pro- 
gram," Lorentson said. "Now we 
have to turn it around by letting more 
people know about NJROTC."

veyed at Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
high schools had no opinion whether 
NJROTC 'classes were dull, exciting 
or somewhere in between, Lorentson 
said.

Voters OK

Buffalo Grove voters by a 13-to-l 


margin have approved the village's 
proposed purchase of the 
Buffalo 


Grove Golf Course, 400 Lake-Cook Rd. 


In Saturday's voting, 2,142 voted in 


favor of the proposed purchase, 164 
voted against it. 


The size of the turnout and the mar- 


gin of victory surprised and delighted 
purchase supporters. 


"This is an overwhelmingly good re- 


sponse and I just can't believe it," 
said Trustee Clarice Rech, who di- 
rected the village's golf course Infor-. 
mation committee. 


THE MARGIN OF victory, as high 


as 47 to 1 in one of the village's 11 
precincts, demonstrated "people un- 
derstand about open space," said 
Mrs. Rech. Purchase supporters had 
equated a yes vote with an affirma- 
tion of the village's need to preserve 
open space. 


Village Pres. Edward Fabish said 


he was "very pleased with the turnout 


of people. The whole committee that 
worked on this did a tremendous job." 


About 250 volunteers went .door to 


door Saturday to get out the vote and - 
get some indications on how people 
were voting, said Trustee Robert Bo-" 
.gart. 


Bogart said he was anticipating 


about 2,000 voters going to the polls 
Saturday. The total number of voters 
who cast ballots was 2,335, about 400 
less than voted in 1975 during the last 
municipal election. 


"So I guess the people in Buffalo 


Grove aren't as complacent as people 
thought they were," said Bogart of 
the turnout, which represents approxi- 
mately 28.73 per cent of the village's 
8,000 registered voters. 


THE TURNOUT was even more im- 


pressive in light of day-long snow flur- 
ries, slippery roads and confusion on 
the part of some voters about where 
they were supposed to vote, election

Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
pave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, 
a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion rcresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present, I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS. SO, said state Sen, Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter 
transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled 
a 


charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness." he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66. with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he

said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop. I had as much as I felt I 
could take " 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying in Plains. I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is."

Northwest suburban high school stu- 


dens are 
"survival-oriented," pri- 


marily interested in getting a good 
education and a job that will allow 
them to realize their full potential. 


Made cynical by all they've seen 


and heard, they are detached from 
political and social causes, admire no 
one and doubt that any one person 
can solve the country's problems. 


Still, they believe in God, have 


some faith in government officials 
and believe their parents have done 
right by them. 


These findings are the result of a 


Herald survey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


LIKE GENERATIONS before them, 


the students surveyed are seeking 
happiness, success and 
fulfillment. 


Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished their 
education and begun their career. 


Two thirds of the students want to 


marry between the ages of 21 and 27, 
while another 10 per cent would like 
to wait even longer. Females tended 
to be in more of a hurry to marry 
than males. 


The majority of students don't plan 


to have children until they're at least 
24 years old, and only a handful want 
to have more than four.

Plains pastor 
quits church 
midst dissent 


PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has," 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was," 


In 
Washington, a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moyed out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present, I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS, 30, said state Sen, Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter 
transferred his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled 
a 


charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness," he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness,"

He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 'resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66, with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he 
said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop. I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying in Plains. I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is." 


Woman, 27., murdered 
in stabbing; seek suspect 


Police are seeking the murderer of 


a 27-year-old Mount Prospect woman 
who was stabbed to death Sunday 
while she was working at the K&G 
Food Mart, 1760 W. Algonquin Rd., 
Mount Prospect. 


The body of Nargas Alvi, 395 Haw- 


thorn Ct., was found by a customer 
in a storage cooler about 2:15 p.m. 
Mrs. Alvi, a clerk in the store, had 
been stabbed twice in the chest. 


Police Sunday night refused to re- 


lease the name of the customer and 
said they had no suspects or motive 
for the killing. 


SEVERAL witnesses, believed to 


have been in the area at the time of 
the murder, were being interviewed 
Sunday by police. 


The murder weapon has not been 


recovered. 


Three cars, seen in the area at the 


time of the killing, are being in- 
vestigated. Sgt. Warren Fischer of the 
Mount Prospect police said. 


One car. parked outside the building 


with no license plates, also is being 
investigated, he said, although "at 
this time we do not know if it is con- 
nected" with the stabbing. 


COOK COUNTY Sheriff's police in- 


vestigators also were called in on the 
case, but Lt. Frank Braun declined to 
' comment on~the proceedings. 


Fischer said it would be difficult to 


tell immediately if any money was 
taken from the food mart. So far, rob- 
bery is a possible motive. Nothing at 
the scene indicates a sex crime, he 
said.

and heard, they are detached from 
political and social causes, admire no 
one and doubt that any one person 
can solve the country's problems 


Still, they believe in God, have 


some faith in government officials 
and believe their parents have done 
right by them. 


These findings are the result of a 


Herald survey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


LIKE GENERATIONS before them, 


the students surveyed are seeking 
happiness, success and 
fulfillment. 


Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished their 
education and begun their career. 


Two thirds of the students want to 


marry between the ages of 21 and 27, 
while another 10 per cent would like 
to wait even longer Females tended 
to be in more of a hurry to marry 
than males 


The majority of students don'l plan 


to have children until they're at least 
24 years old, and only a handful want 
to have more than four.

Reading program 
plan sent to panel 


A proposal to adopt u new reading program in the primary 


grades has b«en referred for discussion to the education com- 
mittee by the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board of Education. 


The education committee will examine the proposed new mate- 


rials and answer residents' questions about the program at a 
meeting at 8 p.m. Tuesday, at Keller Junior High School, 820 Bode 
Rd.. Schaumburg. 


The district's reading consultants and an ad hoc committee of 


teachers has recommended the board approve adopting a series 
published by the Houghton Mifflin Co. for kindergarten through 
third grade. The district would then drop its current series, pub- 
lished by Open Court. 


Adoption of the new series would cost .$99,000, the committee's 


report states. 


Eleanor Thorsen, assistant superintendent for curriculum, told 


the board the Open Court series is being dropped because it has an 
unacceptable format. It is a graded series, in which every child in 
a grade reads the some book at the same pace, she said. 


The Houghton Mifflin series, she said, allows children to be 


placed In levels appropriate for their reading skills and to move 
along at a steady pace that is comfortable for them. 


With the Open Court series, every child begins using the books in 


first grade. With Houghton Mifflin, she said, children who are in 
kindergarten and area ready to read could begin to use the books. 


Mrs. Thorsen said Open Court also has begun to phase out the 


editions used in Dlst. 54. making it difficult for the district to buy 
replacement books and teachers' editions. 


Prices for Open Court books have tripled, and the publishers 


have made "drastic" changes in the writing style of the books, she 
said. 


"There are a lot o people in the community who are satisfied 


with Open Court who also will be satisfied with Houghton Mifflin," 
she said. "We're not worried about the kids who are doing all 
right, but kids who need more (reading) options and slower pac- 
ing need the new program." 


The board will act on the reading proposal at its next board 


meeting, at 8 p.m. March 3 at Keller. 


After-school class slated 


The education committee also has been directed by the board to 


establish a "sample1' art class as part of an after-school learning 
program for district teachers, students and parents. The class will 
be held at Adams Junior High School, 700 Springinguth Rd., 
Schaumburg. 


The "School after School" class will meet after tlje regular 


school day and will last no later than 5:45 p.m. If the program is 
successful, other classes will be scheduled in the same time peri- 
od. 


A list of persons interested in teaching classes and a list of 


persons who wish to enroll in classes will be kept, so instructors' 
and students can be matched together. 


The plan calls for courses to last as long as necessary, probably 


four to six weeks. Students will buy their own materials and teach- 
ers will receive a base salary of $7 an hour, payable through stu- 
dent tuition, 


Mrs. Thorsen said students will have the opportunity to expand 


Interests which are not covered during the regular school day. 
School-community relations also will be improved with the plan, 
she said, 


Childhood proposal passed 


The board also approved writing a proposal to have the district 


become an early childhood institute for research, a five-year pro- 
gram that would be federally funded. 


Jim Brlggs, assistant superintendent for special services, told 


the board the purpose of becoming a research Institute is to devel- 
op and improve programs for handicapped children under 6. 


Currently, district children ages 3 to 5 with developmental lan- 


guage and motor delays are placed in the Schaumburg Early 
Education Center, a district wide program based at Nerge School 
in Roselle. 


Briggs said the federal government usually awards 10 grants for 


educational research each year. The grant is expected to be about 
$100,000 a year for each of the five years the district participates 
in the program, he said. 


The program will be written by Briggs, Special Services Con- 


sultants Sandra Taenzer and Dianne Bowyer and Testing and Re- 
search Consultant Joseph Cech.

The procedures needed to bring 


Hoffman Estates a city form of gov- 
ernment with a full-time mayor are 
being investigated by Charles DePaul, 
Democratic 
candidate for village 


president 


"I can't hide the fact that I've al- 


ways wanted a full-time mayor — to 
get something done," DePaul said. 
"I'm going to try to advocate it." 


He said he has asked a couple of 


friends to "investigate how it would 
be done." 


Currently, the village is run by a 


board composed of a part-time village 
president and six trustees, elected at 
large. Under the city form of govern- 
ment, the community would be run by 
a city council made up of aldermen 
elected from wards and headed by a 
full-time mayor. 


DePAUL SAID HE has not consid- 


ered what a full-time mayor's aalary 
should be, but added it should be 
"comparable" with the village man- 


ager's salary, which now is set at 
$30,000 a year in Hoffman Estates. 


As a "part-time" village president, 


Virginia M. Hayter earns $2,400 a 
year. That salary will double to $4,800 
following the April election. 


But DePaul said he believes his pro- 


posal would 'benefit the community 
economically because "a lot of dele- 
gatory iobs," including the assistant 
to the village manager, could be elim- 
inated. 


"I imagine it would be a tre- 


mendous cost-savings," he said. 


While DePaul is advocating the 


change, it may not be a primary issue 
of his party. Walter J. (Jack) Sulli- 
van, who is working with the Demo- 
cratic Club on its village platform, 
said only that the issue "has been dis- 
cussed," and DePaul refused to say 
whether he will stress it.

Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth. I finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, a White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present, I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned. Today, with just over 100 
members present, \ the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS, .10. said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter transferred his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled a 
charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness.1' he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66, with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he 


REV. BRUCE EDWARDS 


said. "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop. I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying in Plains. I think our min- 
istry here is through. 


"My plans now are to find a church 


who wants a preacher who will tell it 
like it is."

Made cynical by all they've seen 


and heard, they are detached from 
political and social causes, admire no 
one and doubt that any one person 
can solve the country's problems. 


Still, they believe in God, have 


some faith in government officials 
and believe their parents have done 
right by them. 


These findings are the result of a 


Herald survey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


LIKE GENERATIONS before them, 


the students surveyed are seeking 
happiness, success and 
fulfillment. 


Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished their 
education and begun their career. 


Two thirds of the students want to 


marry between the ages of 21 and 27, 
while another 10 per cent would like 
to wait even longer. Females tended 
to be in more of a hurry to marry 
than males. 


The majority of students don't plan 


to have children until they're at least 
24 years old, and only a handful want 
to have more than four.

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Church draws on mosaic beauty for religious art

Nestled between the stark, una- 


dorned architecture ol medical office 
buildings and the Tri-State Tollway 
is a gracefully domed and ornate bas- 
tion of the mystical Greek Orthodox 
faith. 


Within that church, in rich color 


and intricate craftsmanship reminis- 
cent of Byzantine times, is the largest 
mosaic jf Christ s face in the world. 


tt looks down awesomely from the 


dome. 50 feet above the congregation 
of St. John the Baptist church. 2350 
Dempster St.. Des Plaities. The head 
measures 14 feet in height and the 
eyes are each three feet wide. 


BECKONING 
M'OKSIIIPEKS 
is 


another massive mosaic one million 
minute tiles which together depict the 
B l e s s e d Virgin Mary with out- 
stretched 
arms 
and 
the 
twelve 


Apostles. 


"Greek Orthodoxy is not comfort- 


able with just four walls," Rev. Em- 
manuaei Lionikis. pastor of the 17- 
year-old congregation, explained. 


The church's love for pictorial rep- 


resentations of the 
Bible as 
in- 


spiration and a source of spiritual 
strength led St. John's to contract for 
the mosaics 2'= years ago, he said. 


Sirio Tonelli, ain internationally fa- 


mous ecclesiastic artist, was selected 
for the immense project. More than 
four million tiles were assembled first 
in Tonelli's native Italy. Tonelli now 
is a United States citizen living in Chi- 
cago. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the mosaics 


were cut into rectangles the size of a 
book and shipped to St. John's. Italian 
workers 
accompanied the 
panels, 


spending two months cementing each 
piece to the walls and ceiling. 


The scaffolding was dissembled in 


December, leaving the breathtaking 
masterpiece in the once-barren dome. 


The mosaics on the walls replaced 


hanging paintings. 


Many 
Greek 
Orthodox churches 


have'paintings on their walls and in 
their domes — always of the tradition- 
al Jesus face and Blessed Virgin with 
the Christ-child. 


"But we asked the artist . . . to 


make the church the most beautiful in 
the area.'1 Lionikis said. Tonelli did so 
by executing his designs completely in 
mosaic tile, instead of oil paints. 


LIONIKIS WOULD not reveal the 


cost of the work, but said an exact 
replica would cost at least $200,000. 


The congregation of 525 families 


paid Tonelli with donations. 


"Why have it?" he said. "Because 


it reminds us of what Christ is for us 
... It's inspiring." 


The Greek Orthodox look upon pic- 


tures as they do the Bible, he said. 


"Icons are God's Word in pictures 


. . . they tell us the story, perhaps 
more so than the words do." 


MORE THAN four million minute tiles were assem- 
bled to executve the mosaics, under the direction 


of world famous church artist Sirio Tonelli. The 
project was completed in December.

"It really wasn't hard to get a 


group together once word got out," she 
says, because the new organization 
fills the void between nursery school 
and Cub Scouts. 


"The Bluejays aren't called Camp 


Fire Girls," she says, "and they're 
quick to tell anyone that Camp Fire 


activities are now for boys and girls." 


THE NAME IS derived from the 


Bluebirds, the youngest Camp Fire 
Girls, and the boys' arts and crafts 
projects are adapted from the Blue- 
birds' learning materials. One of the, 
Bluejays' first jobs, for example, was 
creating dust mops from coat hang- 
ers. 


But that was nothing compared to

Reading program 
plan sent to panel 


A proposal to adopt a new reading program in the primary 


grades has been referred [or discussion to the education com- 
mittee by the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board of Education. 


The education committee will examine the proposed new male- 


rials and answer residents' questions about the program at a 
meeting at 8 p.m. Tuesday, at Keller Junior High School, 820 Bode 
Rd., Schaumburg. 


The district's reading consultants and an ad hoc committee of 


teachers has recommended the board approve adopting a series 
published by the Houghton Mifflin Co. for kindergarten through 
third grade. The district would then drop its current series, pub- 
lished by Open Court. 


Adoption of the new series would cost $99,000, the committee's 


report states. 


Eleanor Thorsen, assistant superiiitendtnt for curriculum, told 


the board the Open Court series is being dropped because it has an 
unacceptable format. It is a graded series, in which every child in 
a grade reads the same book at the same pace, she said. 


The Houghton Mifflin series, she said, allows children to be 


placed in levels appropriate for their reading skills and to move 
along at a steady pace that is comfortable for them. 


With the Open Court series, every child begins using the books in 


first grade. With Houghton Mifflin, she said, children who are in 
kindergarten and area ready to read could begin to use the books. 


Mrs. Thorsen said Open Court also has begun to phase out the 


editions used in Dist. 54, making it difficult for the ,-listrict to buy 
replacement books and teachers' editions. 


Prices for Open Court books have tripled, and the publishers 


have made "drastic" changes in the writing style of the books, she 
said. 


"There are a lot o people in the community who are satisfied 


with Open Court who also will be satisfied v-'ith Houghton Mifflin," 
she said. "We're not worried about the Kids who are doing all 
right, but kids who need more (reading) options and slower pac- 
ing need the new program." 


The board will act on the reading proposal at its next board 


meeting, at 8 p.m. March 3 at Keller. 


After-school class slated 
The education committee also has been directed by the board to 


establish a "sample" art class as part of an after-school learning 
program for district teachers, students'and parents. The class will 
be held at Adams Junior High School, 700 Springinguth Rd., 
Schaumburg: 


The "School after School" class will meet •after the regular 


school day and will last no later than 5:45 p.m. If the program is 
successful, other classes will be scheduled in the same time peri- 
od. 


A list -of persons interested in teaching classes and a list of 


persons who wish to enroll in classes will be kept, so instructors 
and students can be matched together. 


The plan calls for courses to last as long as necessary, probably 


four to six weeks. Students will buy their own materials and teach- 
ers will receive a base salary of $7 an hour, payable through stu- 
dent tuition.

Janet 
Hugg's husband had just 


heard that he'll probably get a $3,200 
raise 


She talked of paying off a loan, go- 


ing out to dinner with the family, 
maybe taking a vacation. 


But the Hugg family hasn't spent 


the money yet. Janet's husband is 
Fire Inspector Roger Hugg, one of 
about 100 city employes who have 
been waiting for raises since last 
May. 


THE WAITING began when the city 


council approved 5 per cent raises 
and promised to bring the city's pay 
scale up to the same level of other 
suburban communities. 


After nearly nine months of studies, 


debates, compromises, a veto threat 
and the first stirrings of a union 
movement, 
the 
council 
members 


agreed Thursday to grant raises total- 
ing approximately $170,000. 


The waiting may have obscured the 


excitement that usually accompanies 
the prospect of more pay. 


"Don't use my name," one fire- 


fighter's wife said "I'm pretty bitter, 
and I don't want to get my husband in 
any trouble. 


"All this delay, it just seems like 


it's one excuse after another," she 
went on. "By the time we get the 
raises, the cost of living goes up. And 
you know what they're going to tell us 
next year, that we got out money this 
year." 


SOME OF THE employe's wives 


have given up waiting for the raises, 
that were approved, then lowered and 
finally raised again, 


"I haven't counted on anything," 


one woman said. "When I see it in my 
husband's pay check, then I'll make 
plans."

Another wife expressed the same 


sentiments more strongly. "I won't 
believe it until I see the pay check; I

Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
pave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, 
a 
White House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present. I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacks) was over- 
turned 
Today, with just over 100 


members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS, no, said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter 
transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled 
a 


charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness." he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The IMS resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66, with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot

Officials' 
job fears 
reach high

Village elections have a natural ten- 


dency to heighten feelings 
of in- 


security among high-level village em- 
ployes, but in Palatine this year the 
phobia is reaching epidemic propor- 
tions. 


At least two top village adminis- 


trators have made no secret of the 
fact they are job hunting and several 
others have indicated they are keep- 
ing their options open pending the 
outcome of the April 19 election, 


For some administrators, however, 


the results of the village board contest 
will have no bearing on their decision 
to seek other employment, they said. 
And if one thing is responsible for so- 
lidifying their desire to leave Palatine , 
it is the board's decision last week 
asking department heads for detailed 
narrative reports to justify proposed 


program expenditures in the 1977-78 
budget. 


MOST 
OF 
THE 
administrators 


agreed that the board has a right to 
request pertinent information when 
reviewing the budget but the trustees' 
demand for specific narrative memos, 
the 
administrators 
said, is over- 


stepping the board's policy-making 
role. 


"If that's what they want to do, 


they should create a commission form 
of government where each trustee is 
in charge of a department," one ad- 
ministrator said 


Another said trustees should have 


met with department heads in Decem- 
ber when the proposed budget figures 
were being set if they wanted to know 
all the details involved in the budget- 
malang process.

Plains pastor quits, cites 
criticism of integration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — The Rev. 


Bruce Edwards, pastor of President 
Carter's hometown Baptist church, re- 
signed Sunday under fire, saying a 
segment of the church had never ac- 
cepted his support of a move to in- 
tegrate the church. 


Edwards' resignation came at a 


church meeting following the morning 
worship service. 


"I had no intention of resigning go- 


ing into the meeting," said Edwards. 
"It was a special conference called to 
pay an outstanding debt the church 
has." 


Edwards said church member Dale 


Gay moved he be fired immediately. 
He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, I finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be withdrawn and it was." 


In 
Washington, a 
White 
House 


spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion reresented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present. I was sustained and the 1965 
resolution (barring blacksl was over- 
turned 
Today, with just over 100 


members present, the motion was 
made to fire me." 


EDWARDS, 30, said state Sen. Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
in his behalf at the meeting. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present. 


President Carter transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards 
said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled a 
charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness,'' he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition 
stemmed 


from his "opposition to the 1965 re- 
solution and my effort to integrate the 
church." 


The 1965 resolution, barring "Negro- 


es and other civil rights agitators," 
was voted down by the church Nov. 
13, 120-66. with Carteer in attendance. 
At the same time, the church voted 
107-84 to retain Edwards. 


EDWARDS SAID he felt if he had 


not resigned the motion to fire him 
would have passed. "There was a lot 
of hostility and bitter feelings," he

said "I felt by resigning that maybe I 
could help the church heal its wounds 
and all this bickering back and forth 
would stop. I had as much as I felt I 
could take." 


Despite his eforets to integrate the 


church, Edwards said few blacks had 
attended and none had joined. "We've 
had a few black tourists come, but no 
real effort on the part of blacks to 
come," he said. 


Edwards, who has served as pastor 


of the church for two years, said a 
move may be launched by some mem- 
bers to recind any action taken at Sun- 
day's conference but he would not 
lead the effort. 


"I don't rule out anything but my 


present plans now are that I don't see 
us staying in Plains I think our min- 
istry here is through

These findings are the result of a 


Herald suivey of almost 400 high 
school students in the Northwest sub- 
urbs.

Marriage and raising a family still 
play a part in achieving these goals, 
but students are inclined to postpone 
both until they have finished their 
education and begun their career.

Bank Pres. Winn C. Davidson, how- 


ever, has not yet signed the document

time. 


"They (trustees* have no idea what 


we do here." one senior employe said 
recently. "They demand an incredible 
amount of paperwork from us and 
then they can't understand why we 
ask for additional help." 


A frequent complaint from many 


employes is that trustees rarely come 
to village hall to see what goes on or 
inquire about projects or problems. 


"With the 
exception of Wendell 


Jones (village president), we haven't 
seen many of them in here in over a 
year." one employe said. 


SEVERAL administrators 
alluded 


to the "house cleaning" four years 
ago in village hall as a basis for their 
tears that their jobs are subject to the 
mercy of whoever is elected. 


When the Republican administration 


tcok over four years ago, five of seven 
department heads, including the vil- 
lage manager, were replaced. 


The administrators' fears are in 


part justified. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc, indepen- 


dent candidate for village president, 
said if elected he plans to review the 
proposed 1977-78 budget to determine 
if cuts can be made. 


"I'm not saying we're going to fire

He said a lengthy discussion followed 
as to whether the motion could be 
made during a special meeting called 
to discuss another topic. 


"AFTER A LONG discussion and 


bitter words being said back and 
forth, 1 finally just hung it up and 
gave my resignation," said Edwards. 
"A motion was made that my resigna- 
tion not be accepted but I said wheth- 
er they accepted it or not, I would 
still leave and asked that that motion 
be M ithdrawn and it was "

spokesman said Carter would have no 
comment on Sunday on Edwards' 
resignation. 


Edwards said he did not feel the ac- 


tion rercsented the feelings of most of 
the church. He said many church 
members were absent and others who 
had moved out of town had come back 
for the meeting. 


"IT WAS DEFINITELY a calcu- 


lated move on the part of a certain 
section of the church," he said. "In 
November, when 200 members were 
present. I was sustained and the 1965

EDWARDS, 30, said state Sen Hugh 


Carter, a Plains Baptist Church dea- 
con and the President's cousin, spoke 
m his behalf at the meeting Mrs Lil- 
lian Carter, the President's mother, 
was not present 


President Carter 
transferred 
his 


membership from the Plains church 
to a Baptist church near the White 
House after taking office last month. 


Edwards 
said no charges 
were 


brought against him at the meeting. 
"The only thing that resembled a 
charge was that I had lost my effec- 
tiveness." he said. "No one would say 
anything that I had done or not done 
to lose my effectiveness." 


He said the opposition

Water levels continue to drop 


Water levels in Mount Prospect's 


uells continue to drop despite village- 
wide conservation efforts and reduced 
voter consumption during the winter. 


"Normally you can expect a 10-foot 


drop per well each year." said David 
L Creamer, director of public works. 
"There's always a certain amount of 
loss that we never get back. But our 
deeper wells have dropped almost 
twice that much. We're taking it out 
faster than it's coming in." 


Water tables dipped between 3 and 


82 feet in each of Mount Prospect's 14 
wells from 
January 
1976 through 


January 1977. 


CREAMER SAID daily water con- 


sumption in the village is near four 
million gallons — about average for 
the winter months. Mount Prospect, 
however, consumed between five and 
six million gallons of water per day 
during the summer with usage climb- 
ing up to 11 million gallons on peak 
days. 


One way residents can help reduce 


water consumption, Creamer said, is 
by changing their habits, He said 
people have to be educated about wa- 
ter conservation, 


"More people are demanding water 


because we do things differently than 
we did 25 years ago," Creamer said. 


"There 
are 
psychological 
aspects 


about using water that must be over- 
come." 


WATER-SAVING MEASURES are 


being taken throughout the village. 
Restaurants voluntarily are serving 
water only to customers asking for it, 
and numerous firms are promoting 
water saving devices that can be at- 


tached to household plumbing fix- 
tures, including faucets, showers and 
toilets. 


Meanwhile, the village has author- 


ized work to begin on a two-million 
gallon underground tank at the Old 
Orchard Country Club golf course, 
Rand and Euclid roads, so it can be 
used as a future water storage unit. A 


pump and pump house also will be 
constructed on the site. 


"We hope it will make up for the 


deficiencies we've lost from oiliers 
(wells) being out of service," Crea- 
mer said. 


Wells occasionally must be shut 


down for repairs and when they run 
dry.
